It is not the Imperial purple 
uorthourlum and thumratin, but the maul Jesus 
set men tree from the entanglement or prejudice on 
account of uatlonullty or poelUoa. The Romau was 
free t'» enter the ‘‘ Hol;e«tol Holies,» and the Jew 
was free to roam the world and preach the gospel of 
love to every creauire. 
11 was lastly shown bow Jesus h id set us 
PBEK PIlOH CHUBCniBJf. 
By that WOM the Doctor said he nieam all those 
ideas of a rlose corporation in which all were sanits 
and outside of whieh all were sinners, possessing cor­ 
porate powers to relusc grace or confer and trails- 
m il grace. 
He did not believe such a thing existed, 
aithuu ‘h he knew ihero were a score of different 
claimanui. 
Ho was sure that Jesus came partly to 
set men free from Just that kind oí thing. 
He 
lUusinited it at some length, as in circumcision and 
tlio Hubbftih laws ot the rigid Pbarlsucs, and the ne- 
cessl.y of worshiping lu the templo at Jerusalem. 
Jesus see men free irom all these Hitngs, and Paul 
laugh'., that ••in Jesus Christ neither circumcision 
availeth anytbiLg nor Tincircumclsiou, but, faith, 
which worketh by love,’’ that, being in tho Chun n, 
mere ohs.'rvanco of rites wouM not save a ni iri, 
nor could any man, on the other side, boast that he 
gains by notbelugin the Ghun.h; that being lu or out 
was a mere clrcurnstauce; but if auy mail led a life 
wholly animated by 
A FAITH IN ÜOD, 
which was active aud wlib-h was not the result of 
logic, not a belief reached merely by a deiiioiistra- 
Hoii, but was the product or love, aud was kept 
working by love. Tlieu ho alluded to the lioerty 
wherewith Christ mado us free. Men do not lovo 
Jesus beciiuse they believe In Him, do not love tiod 
because they believe In Him, but believe la Him be­ 
cause they love Him. ‘•With the heart mau believes 
unto ngnteousnesj.” Being freed from gntlt and sin 
and the power of prejndioe and reliance upou mere 
lorms, a man thus iias all Ills faculties ''free” to 
serve God. There m no bond in he,iven or eanh so 
strong to hold, so sweet to wear, so hard to break as 
love. 
Tho perfection of love is the pcriectiou of

Joshua, amazed and distressed at 
tliS imlooked for catastrophe, had recourse to the 
Lord, and lenriicd that tho disaster was attributable 
to a sin committed by one of his followers. Achan 
was discovered 10 tie the ciilpnt, and he, together 
with Ills son aud danghtei-, were tuKcn outside the 
ciim pniJdput b» .leaili. Among the lessons to l»e 


iin.l tnis wfts emlnenUy expe Hem an.l dcmonstraleil 
tlie wisdom of Providence. .Many n man, reckless 
in regard to his own temporal mul cwrual Interests, 
is kept tn the path of goodness by coii-lderations for 
the mlsery and shame which the giallflcations of 
his evil propousltles would entnil npon others with 
whom he lianpcnetl t«» iio cnnnecied by social or 
family ties. The head of the family found lu tho 
B.tinu coubldcniiioiis a poweriul

as he I» restritlned iToin evil t»y reltictimce to lujnro 
t ie fair tame of his children.

The lesson was from the mliaelo of the loaves 
aud fishes, and tho sermon was delivered by Rev. 
Painer Mcsweeny. who sald:-T here have been 
many occurrences In the post week which would 
lead any good Catholic to approach humbly the 
Throne of Grace as a supplicant for Divine favor and 
protection and causo him to remember his own 
weakness and slu and to trust for supporting power 
in the blessed Saviour. The miracles that were per- 
foriue I by our Dlvlue Lord weresnch us teach useful 
lessons to us all.

SO is It With the Christian soul which rests on Christ 
the corner stone. Though thousands of eiicuiied 
may assail It and seek to Insul a want of faith the 
CiirlsHan souls remain tmnqull and quiet, Onr Lord 
hiiiiseli Huoke of tne house loundeU on a rock which 
withstood ail the assaults of the elements. Even so 
IS It with tho nieiiibersof their church; but woo to 
those other churclies wiilch are built on quicksands 
and wlilch are doomed to be swept away in the tu­ 
mult of external and Internal contentious. The 
Bciipturo says, “ Whosoever belleveth siiall not 
make haste.”

The reverend gentleman quoted 
the authority of several ermueiu Piotesiaiit ibeolo- 
giaus in support ol his views, including Jen-niy Tay­ 
lor, Whitfield and Wesley, aud to these he added the 
opinion4 of two eminent bishops of Borne, who sup­ 
ported the iheorv of immersion anu regarded the 
mere sprinkling of water os m aroely complyuig with 
the divine lujuuetlou at all. in 
TUB SAOUieO WKlTINOS 
it is remarkable that men are spoken of as nelng 
baptized in, not with, water. 
Up to the sixteenth 
century the custom of Immersion was universal in 
the Christian world, and except in coses of extreme 
necessity, such as dangerous biness and the absence 
of convenient means of immersion, sprinkling wahir 
on the head was never resoried to. 
Even to this 
day, alter we cross the Aslan boundaries of Europe, 
■we find the custom of Immersion practised alto­ 
gether by 
TH* EASTERN CORIBTIANS, 
Who would not consider a person baptized unless he 
were Immersed alter the m anner of their Church. 
The Kev. Mr. Christal said he would llko ts see 
this custom of Immersion brought bock again Into 
the Episcopal Church. 
For his part ho meant to 
latior, and hard and earnesily, to that end, and 
devote hLs services gratis lu so praiseworthy a 
movement. But m all movements of that nutm e It 
would lie necessai-y to have sooio kind of an orgaul- 
zatlon and to gather togcUier all those who believed 
like himself, and set iiiem 
TO WOKX CO OPKRATIVKLT 
to propagate ibelr ideas and bring about the desired 
end. In doing this he would not Inaugurnte auy- 
Ihliig antagouistlc to the rubflo of the Epticopa-l in 
Church, as at present pracilscd. He would simply 
wish to see the custom of immersion Inlroducoil and 
practised by even a few who believed m It here In 
New York, and he had not a doubt about Its soon 
finding Its way Into all tho congregations and be­ 
coming universal as of yore. Mr. Christal Is 
A VERY EPFBCTITE PRBACUER. 
His manner is engaging, his voice extremely 
irecubie, aud his reasoning is logical and clearly 
put. He was listened to by Tus small but evidently 
imeiiigent uudlcnce with gre.itaitouUou througiioui, 
au.l present felt convinced iha'. they had llsteiieil to 
■■ zeaiou.H and sincere advocate ol his own faiih, ami 
learned and eloquent gomicmau besides.

peoplu ofboili uutlons are said lo be enthusiastic 
about It, yet It wu.i in no sense n peoples' war. 
Bo 
far as we w ere in possossion o f any inform ation 
there did u:>t seem to be shown anything that would 
dial one nation was mure to blame than 
auoiher. It looked us though both France and Prus­ 
sia hud long aiiUcipatod When tho da; o l conflict 
would come, aud when they would be called upon 
to iteulde which was the strongest in war.

was known seemed lo show that Prussia was arro- 
gai t ui:U that FYauee was imperilnont, and between 
srioi'snco and iiniiertlnence war had come.

Naturally there was a strong 
sympatiiy lor Prussia who was at the Head of a dein- 
ocrailc and Itiioral-minded pcopl -, but there was 
llitle to arou.v‘ sympathy in this droudftil war; and 
ut besi It could only be descrlbea us a gigantic cru­ 
elty. 
The sermon was closed with a rebuke to those who 
wonld o.'iy see in the rise of ••breadsiuflS,'’ and thus 
be more selll.sli, and an appeal to tue American na­ 
tion to SiUiid in tis greaiucós as paciilc observers ot 
this aw ful conlUct.

Our commerce should bo just now the lead- 
iug subject of national attention. 
In the pre­ 
sent juncture of the world's aflairs there 
appears the opportunity that, rightly Improved, 
might not only restore to us the maritime 
strength that was swept away in our great 
war, but out of which also we might secure 
a start that would easily enable us to distance 
within a few years every rival imwor. 
At this 
moment there are twenty-six German steamers 
carrying passengers between ports in Europe 
and tha United States. 
All these must stop at 
tbe very mention of the presence outside of a 
French emisor. Sailing fi-om this port also are 
all the splendid steamers of the “Compagnle 
Genérale Transatlantique,” and these must 
stop, for there is also a Prussian man-of-war 
not far away. 
And this statement of tbe case 
with regard to the splendid passenger steamers, 
many of which also have a fine trade in first 
class ft-eight, is tbe sUtement of the whole 
case with regard to French and German com­ 
merce. 
Each nation has naval power enough 
to drive the mercantile murine of tbe other 
from the seas. 
What shall become of the 
numerous trade thus done—and of the great 
number of ships engaged in It that are not fit 
for war, 
and ought not to rot in block­ 
aded ports? England already has covetous 
eyes on this great trade, and in the assumption 
that “business wUl faU to neutral flags” the 
government is urged to remain neutral despite 
every possible complication that may arise. 
British neutrality in this war will no doubt 
result greatly to the advantage of the British 
shipping trade, and for this reason alone every 
nerve will be strabed to keep Great Britain 
out of the Continental struggle. 
Will this effort bo successful ? It is doubt­ 
ful. 
Already we hear that neutrality will be 
inconsistent with the honor of England if the 
Low Countries seem to be in danger, and this 
reference to the fact that England is one of tbe 
Powers that guarantee the independence of 
Belgium is too plain for misconception. 
Again, we hear tbe intimation that England 
morally stands behind Prussia, and that any 
sign of failure on the part of the latter Power 
will draw England Into the struggle. 
The 
very fact that these things are canvassed ren­ 
ders the neutrality of English ships uncertain, 
and so unsafe, and the probability is that the 
United States alone will have it within its 
power to reap all the harvest of this war. 
Indeed, this is a chang.* that is justly due us 
in the whirligig of tim e; for as one war de­ 
stroyed our commerce and built up the mari­ 
time trade of some European ports at our ex­ 
pense, it is but proper that another war should 
build up our trade again at the oxpenso of tbe 
commerce of Europe. 
But it is not only from the effects of our 
war that our commerce is prostrate. 
It was 
stricken down by the war, but It has been 
kept down by the inconceivable folly of cer­ 
tain of our laws—laws like the compact with 
Shylock—framed to “protect” certain interests, 
to give those interests their pound of flesh, 
though this could only be done at the expense 
of tbe whole body from which the flesh must 
be cut. 
Before, therefore, war in Europe can 
give 118 again that of which war in America 
deprived us, we must first set aside these 
most foolish, villanous, pocket-picking laws; 
these laws framed to enrich tea men and 
starve ten thousand; laws which declare that 
this great nation shall own no ships except it 
can make terms with Mr. Kelley, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, and a few more men of his kidney ; 
laws only second in atrocity to those slave 
laws that the nation has recer;tly tom out of 
its life at such frightful co.sl; laws whose 
authors and supiiorters, if the slaveholder de­ 
served oil the opprobrium cast upon him, 
should be stoned in the streets of every city of 
the rejniblic. 
The world has not for nmny generations 
seen a more bewildering, confounding specta­ 
cle of irnbecilHy, of downright inability to 
comprehend and grasp a simple thought—than 
that shown by the United Stakes Congress 
when its attention was properly called to this 
subject on Friday last. 
The President by 
special message pointed 
out the 
oppor 
tiinlty, 
and 
hinted 
at 
the 
way 
we 
coulS 
improve 
it, 
but 
his 
words 
fell 
on mlods preoccupied with another thought. 
What -was this grand thought that left no room 
even for the proposition to erase the last great 
disadvantage left by tbe war? It was the 
reflection of every member that he had bis 
ticket in his pocket, that he bad made up his 
mind to go home, that he did not want to be 
delayed and stop for the bother of any more 
legislation, however imperatively necessary 
for the interests of tbe nation; and in this 
pitiful baste to got away, and for this puerile 
reason, the Congress of the United States 
turned a deaf ear to one of the most important 
messages that ever came to it from the Execu­ 
tive. 
Some m ^ h ^ s them were^who proposed 
a measure ihat ml^lil liaré ^o^d’ed tSe oaw ; 
but Mr, Kelley, of Peuusylvania, was there, 
Btanding, as one might suppose, bludgeon in 
hand, determined that tbe nearly lifeless body 
of American commerco should not rise while he 
could strike, and in the criminal indlfforeuce 
of the inuHS of members to their duty he was 
able to kill the proportion that was made. 
Such, then. Is the patriotism of the republican 
party, and such is the contrast between its 
conduct in the preaenee of a real national 
emergency and the ready aftentloa it once 
gave to the nigger and now gives to every 
form of corrupt jobbery. 
Shall our oppor­ 
tunity pass liecanse of a recreant and imbecilo 
Congress, or must tbe goverumciit study means 
to evade the operation of oppr.Jssivs I.tw-.?

There were “rumors from tbe 
front" of a severe battle having been fought 
between the contending armies at a point of 
territorial border contact. 
It was said that 
thousands bad been killed on either side. 
Of 
this we bad no oonflrmation at an early hour 
this morning. 
The prevalence of such rumors, 
should they prove to be merely rumors, at 
such an early date of the struggle proves con­ 
clusively that the “reUable gentieman” is not 
exactly indigenous to American soil in war. 
Tbe cable despatches go to show that France 
is a nnit for w ar; that Germany is united and 
a unit for war. 
In such a crisis somebody 
ill be very seriously hurt. 
It is like 
the schoolboy proposition In science—“If a 
body which 
cannot 
give 
way 
meets 
another body which won’t give way, what 
wUl 
be the result?” 
The agitation of 
the peoples of France and North Germany ia 
extreme. Napoleon is supported by tho nation. 
The French Legislature presented an address 
to tbe Emperor, couched in words of the moat 
devoted loyalty. 
The members bint at the 
previous existence of a “monarchical combina­ 
tion” conducted in a “mysterious” mannor, 
but with a Prussian connivance against the 
empire. 
Money ‘ ‘pours” in for war purposes 
by voluntary subscription, and a now loan, to 
Paris. Changarnier is to command the French 
reserves as a Marshal of France; a graceful 
and well timed compliment by Bonaparte to tho 
the democracy. 
Tlie Empress Eugenie is 
called on by the Legislative Body to as­ 
sume the chief control of the State during 
the absence of the Head of the Army. 
Her 
Majesty is now in Paris. 
The Prince Im­ 
perial will accompany bis father to the field. 
This is French; of and for France, with a 
good deal of other exciting matter beside. 
Germany is equally enthusiastic. 
It is in 
the German fashion—exact, practical and with 
few words. 
King William of Prussia eujoyed 
a most enthusiastic reception at Cologne. 
His 
people demanded to be marched into France 
immediately. 
They will give money; give 
their lives. 
Germany knows no North, no 
South. 
Tbe nation remains one against insult 
or territorial 
violation. 
The seriousness, 
tho imminent 
gravity 
of 
this 
Franco- 
Gerrnan crisis, 
can

great official care and diplomatic caution 
whloh are observed and exercised by the 
surrounding Powers to escape if possible 
from participation in tbe hurly-burly.

clergymen 
referred

war. 
Of 
course, 
this 
was to have been expected. 
It was really 
refreshing to hear them denounce tho contest. 
Brother Beecher thought there was no moral 
principle animating either nation, although be 
believed there was naturally a strong sym­ 
pathy for Prussia, which was at the head of a 
democratic and liberal minded people. 
Rev. 
Mr. Jones, at the Water street dogpit, almost 
regretted that France bad not obeyed the 
divine Injunction and, when Prussia smote her 
with Prince Leopold on one cheek, turned her 
the other (AUaoeand Lorraine, no doubt), Rev. 
Mr. Powers, at the Elm place CongregaÜonal 
church, sincerely hoped that the ChrisUan 
nations would interfere and atop tbe war, which 
was one waged without cause. In a word it was 
charming to hear these preachers plead elo­ 
quently tor peace. 
How changed their views 
have become since 1859 and 1860! 
How 
Christian! 
Do we not recall bow these same 
gentlemen, in both sections of tbe country, 
preached red hot sermons ? Was there not a 
skirmish in each sentence, a heavy bombard­ 
ment in each paragraph and a general engage­ 
ment in each discourse ? But then our cause 
was holy, and the Southern preachers said 
their cause was holy. 
The idea that the Ger­ 
mans and French associate holiness with their 
respective causes evidently did not strike Mr. 
Beecher. 
Rev. Mr. Smyth, of the American 
Free Church, was the only preacher on this 
war topic who deduced from it a Christian 
lesson. And even he dealt more on its gen­ 
eral than on its speciflc features. 
After all, these pious arguments against 
bloodshed, if even a trifle Peoksnlffian, serve 
a good purpose. 
If we puli out the mote that 
is in our brother’s eye, the operation ought to 
benefit him; though what good it does us poor 
creatures, half-blinded by tbe beam that is in 
our own eyes, we shall not even venture to sug­ 
gest. Still, it was somewhat inconsistent, after 
preaching peace and good will to all In the 
morning to pitch into tbe Pope in the evening, 
as was done by Mr. Powers. 
This clergyman 
predicted that at no distant day tho sword 
would be drawn in 
this land to establish 
absolutism In the Church. 
In fact he sniffed 
“ bind, ha, b a ! dam—nedvilyun!" 
Heaven 
forbid that his prediction should ever be real­ 
ized. 
The 
most unholy of 
all 
wars 
is a 
religious one. 
Rev. Mr. Timlson, 
at the Hoboken Methodist Church, 
b?- 
lleved 
that 
the Romish clinrch 
was 
“ deadj and damned.” Rov. 
John Love, 
of the Antioch Baptist church, declared the 
dogma of iafaUibility to be blasphemy. 
Thus 
do some preachers set an example of Christian 
love and charity to the world! 
The other sermons wore on various interest- 
lag topics. 
We must refer the reader to our 
reports of them, published elsewhere, for a 
knowledge of their contents. 
Rev. Mr. Mayo, 
of Cincinnati, preached at the Church of the 
Saviour, m Brooklyn, and volunteered the 
information that “ hell is only a reform school 
for heaven." Five persons assembled at the 
Murray Hill Baptist chapel to listen to an 
Interesting 
discourse 
on 
baptism. 
The 
reverend speaker favored public immersion, 
and so doubtless did his congregation, which 
Lad evidently gone to Long Brunch and other 
watering places where they could be publicly 
immersed. 
The frightfully hot weather kept 
all the churches almost empty. 
Prayers at 
church on such a day as yesterday demanded 
an exorcise of will few persons are capable of, 
and we trust, thei-cfore, tliat they prayed at 
home with due gravity aud devotion.

Th« JtK^nlt o r n Firemaii^A F l«lit. 
A very slilkiiig example of the want of 
discipline in the fire depurtrnants of our neigh­ 
bor cities was that furnished at the terrible 
conilagratlon iu Meriden, Conn., on Satuid.ay. 
While the fire companies were flghtiug among 
themselves about precedence at a hydrant the 
fire gained such headway in the splendid 
silver-plating factory of the Meriden Britannic 
Cumpaay that it was burned np, thus throwing 
six hundred people out of employment and de­ 
stroying a quarter of a million dollars worth of 
prope/ty. 
This was a very unfortunate and a 
very disgraceful affair. 
Nothing of that kind 
coiüd occur in this city under our paid Fire 
Department. 
Everything here is done with 
the promptness and regularity of military dls- 
clpliue. It is doubtful whether these Counecti- 
cut firemen are not amenable to tho law, and 
should out be held penally responsible for tbe 
dUasler. 
It is true they are merely volun­ 
teers ; but then tliey have taken an obligation 
to perform certain public duties, and thus, in 
a mi'iwura, llioy prevent others from doing 
tbeui. 
When 
voluuleoi; tk e m a neglucls 


these dulies to indulge in a quarrel with 
another company, in presence of a terrible 
conflagration, he is certainly not free from 
responsibility. 
However, tho only way to get 
rid of evils like these in all the country towns 
is to adopt the model of the New York paid 
Fire Department.

Were it possible to regulate fluanoe oy a 
military mandate or to control the rise and 
fall of values by tbe passwords of tho bivonac, 
those men and nations who revel in war, 
keeping up standing armies in order to be pre­ 
pared for conflicts, and then rushing into con­ 
flicts in order to employ the standing armies, 
would have an easy time of It. 
But practical 
experience teaches all what Canute bad sense 
enough to discover for himselt, that the billows 
of the sea, moral or pbysioal, roll not back at 
any mortal’s command. 
Tho great ebb and 
flow of monetary values follow a law of their 
own, which is measured healthily and normally 
by the good works of peace only. 
France has just plunged into a tremendous 
and uncertain war. 
But tbe other day her 
legislators were most anxiously debating the 
budget. 
They disclosed the fact that the 
round product of all the French taxes and 
revenues is 1,511,709,190 francs, of which 
total it is impossible to expend less than 
554,088,726 and pay all charges, pensions, 
Ac., or a good deal more than one-third of the 
whole disposable snm. 
There remain, then, 
but 957,029,764 to pay the army and navy and 
the civil demands, including the judiciary, the 
church endowments, the various govern­ 
mental departments, Ac. 
These calls amonnt 
to about 848,000,000. 
Tbe remainder is 
transferred to the credit of tbe extra budget, 
and is applied chiefly to the public works. 
In reference to these charges there is no hope 
of improvement unless there be a searching 
reform and curtailment of the army. 
On the 
contrary they inoroase every year, and at 
every session for the past dozen years there 
has been a large party to comidain bitterly 
over the declining prosperity of the country 
staggering beneath the weight of such bur­ 
dens. 
The various fixed taxes rated per 
head weigh very heavily, 
and 
impera­ 
tively 
demand 
modification. 
Yet 
they 
make 
up 
the 
great 
bulk 
of 
the 
revenue. 
The manorial revenue that comes 
into tbe State yields but 178,000,000 francs, 
while tbe indirect coutributions on sugar and 
tobacco, 
salt, 
beverages, 
Ac., 
yield 
626,747,000 francs. 
One authoritative writer 
sets down all the indirect returns at four-fifths 
of the whole resources of tho country, and were 
these large returns absolutely certain and not 
liable to fluctuations and changes they wonW 
iorm the right arm of tho treasury. 
But it is 
often at the very time when they are most 
needed that they do not yield fruitfully. 
As 
matters have been recently, the floatiug debt 
of France has risen to nearly eight hundred 
lillioDB, and overshadows the government 
ith a contiiinal menace of necessity for a new 
loan, and, if we are to believe the recent report 
of M. Chesnelong on tbe subject, the savings 
fuuds are more likely to exhibit deficits than a 
surplus. 
The city of Paris ran np enormous 
liabilities, and, as though followiug her exam­ 
ple, very many of tho «mailer towns and com­ 
munes have done likewise. 
Now, therefore, pushing aside (he chicanery 
und make-believe of those who try to confuse 
the qnestion and draw distinctions where there 
are no differences, all these burdens rest upon 
the same shoulders. 
The individual who pays 
his share of tho town or commune debt also 
pays to the general government his part of the 
general taxes. 
With the outbreak of war all 
these charges arc increased, at the very mo­ 
ment when the cost of all tho necessaries of 
life is enhanced 
aud 
the 
working force 
diminiblied. 
In tha present year these diffi­ 
culties are enormonsly augmented by various 
causes, foremost among which are the terrible 
drought and the failure of crops, tbe complaint 
of manufacturers in all directions, and the 
widespread trade strikes, now running into 
such dangerous demonstmtions as those most 
recently 
made 
by 
bakers, 
gardeners, 
biitcbers, 
Ac. 
Behind 
tbe scenes 
there 
is, 
after all, 
very little 
Bcatlmentalism 
In 
war, 
and 
while 
the 
superficial 
observer may simply bo amusing his fancy, if it 
be truculent enough to care nothing for the 
heaped up dead, the ghastly wounds, the 
trampled, blood-polluted fields, and the tears 
and desolation, and poverty and vioe, with the 
body and soul ruin that follows in a thousand 
homes, the statesman is gravely—oh, most 
gravely 1—and anxiously pondering how all this 
is to be paid for from the scanty store at homo. 
France, for instance, begins with a large 
loan and a muster of her reserves. How shall 
she end with that haunting motndrnm hor- 
readum, tbe budget of 1871'( 


The U a llw a y , the Telesrrnph. nnd th e Fine 
^Arts.^ 
I’he railway and the telegraph have been 
ignorantly decried by some versifiers as pro­ 
ducts and exponents of a merely meolianical 
age—an age in which matter has usurped the 
throne ol mind. 
Evc^ so true a poet as 
Wordsworth dreaded the Intrusion of the rail­ 
way upon the beautiful repose of English rural 
sceneiy. 
He tbuiight that the shrill steam 
whistle would scare away forever from his fa­ 
vorite haunts tho gemus loci which had in­ 
spired his muse. 
But more recent poets, with 
greater knowledge ol’ the harmony between 
science aud nature, and with clearer insight 
into the spiritual significance a.s well as ma­ 
terial power of steam and electricity 
as 
special agents of modern life and civilization, 
have discovered and celebrated the poetry of 
the railway and the telegraph. 
Tlieso marvel­ 
lous instrinnents of human will are bringing ns 
swiftly to “ tho tlrao of tlio end” predicted by 
the prophet Daniel, when “ many shall run to 
and fro aud knowledge shall be increased.” At 
length stoam and electricity have been i-ecog- 
nized and idealized within the domain of the 
fine arts. 
Signor Antonio Rosetti, a dis­ 
tinguished and wealthy sculptor, who Is a 
Milanese by birth, but who has successfully 
pursued his profession for thirty years at 
Rome, has lately completed two remarkable 
statues, one of wbicU he entitles L a Via Fór­ 
rala, the Railway, and the other, 11 Tdegrafo, 
the Telegraph. 
The former is Insoribod with 
tbe name of Stephenson, tbe inventor of the lo­ 
comotive, and th« latter with that of Morse, 
the inventor of the telegraph. 
The fact that 
Mr. Morso, the ox-Prosident of the Amorioan 
Aoadeuiv of Design, is himself an artlsj,., makes 


it (he more appropriate that art sboeld tbiu 
commemorate bis great invention. 
The two 
statues might have evinced more originality if 
the sculptor had not reUed chiefly upon tha 
traditional means of distinguiahing them by 
symboUo accessories. But the fine photographs 
of them which have been sent to us show that 
they are admirably 
executed. 
They can 
readily be multiplied by copies of any dimen­ 
sions in marble or In bronze, and they would 
be suitable ornaments for railway and tele­ 
graph stations throughout the world. 
Rosetti, the sculptor, is described as “ a 
live mau, an ardent patriot and a believer in 
the modem age.” It is singularly suggestive 
that these statues in honor of two prime 
movei-s In this age of progress should have 
been completed in Rome at the very mo­ 
ment when the majority of the Eoumeaolal 
Council Is generally supposed to be trying in 
the same city to clog the wheels of modem 
progress, to turn back the course ot time, and, 
like Joshua of old, to make sun and moon 
stand still. 
It recalls to mind the famous pro­ 
test of Galileo as he rose from bis knees after 
having been forced to retract bis theory of 
the motion of the earth—27 pur si innove !

France has a population of Ibirty-eigbt mil­ 
lions. 
That of the North German Confedera­ 
tion, consisting of Prussia, with the annexed 
States of Hanover, Hesse-Cassel, Sobleswig- 
Holstein, Nassau and Frankfort, and the Ger­ 
man States north of the river Main, amounts 
to nearly thirty-one millions. 
The South Ger­ 
man States, excluding Austria, may possibly 
aid Pnusia in its resistance to French aggres­ 
sion, and they number nine millions. 
Thu* 
the balance iu point of population is slightly 
in favor of Germany. 
Tlie French navy, with 
its fifty-five iron-clads and their 1,082 guns, 
against the Prussian navy, with but four such 
vessels and their fifty guns, and a similar dis­ 
parity In other classes of war steamers, is 
indisputably superior. 
But although since 
the unexpected victory of Prussia in I860 tha 
efficiency of the French army as well aa that 
of the French navy has been steadily increased 
and the effective force of the army with the 
reserve has been brought up to eight hundred 
thousand, a number larger by two hundred 
and sixty-three thousand than it had at the 
oommencement of the Crimean war, yet tbe 
Prussian army has also been steadily in­ 
creased, until it contains six hundred and fif­ 
teen thousand, of whom foor hundred aud 
fifty thousand are in active service, while the 
reserve of Pmseia, consiflliog of the entire 
male population of suitable age, will enable 
her to bring into the field, for a defensive 
camiwign, a full million of thoroughly drilled 
soldiers. 
Thus, In a military point of view, 
France and tho North German Confederacy 
seem to be not very unequally matched. 
But this apparent equilibrium of their nu­ 
merical forces is not an infallible test of tbe 
relative superiority of the two nations. 
For 
it cannot be forgotten that the new German 
Confederacy is composed of the most botero- 
genoouH elements to which tbe homogeneous- 
nesB of the Fi-enoh population must bo a for­ 
midable and solid barrier. 
Gennan unity ha* 
long been an unrealized dream. 
Tbe unity 
which PniBsia enforced in 1866 is but a tod­ 
dling babe four years of age, and it must be 
an infant Hercules indeed, if it can succeas- 
fiilly strive against the mature strength of 
French unity. 
It would seem as if all the 
sharply cut distinctions between Imperialist, 
Orlennist, Boiirbonist and republican parties 
in France wore about to be obliterated, at 
least temporarily, in the universal passfonate 
desire of all Frenchmen to make the Rhine 
thoir natural and acknowledged 
boundary 
line. 
When it is remembered how reliiofaiitly 
some of the lesser German States submlttod 
to tho revision of the map of Prussia, wliir-k 
her successes in 18G6 rendered possible, and 
how impatient they still musí secretly be under 
the yoke of Bismarck aud William I., It can 
bo imagined that if a French army were to 
occupy Dresden, for instance. Us prosenoo 
might revive old animosUities to Pnwsi», 
whereas tbe occupation of Lyons by a Prussian 
army could not awaken, even among the revolu­ 
tionary classes In that busy town any eorre.s- 
ponding 
hostility to the Emperor of tb* 
French, no long as that sovereign ride*, with 
his son, at the head of a French army, strug­ 
gling against invaders of French territory. On 
both sides the euthnsiaem for war aptiears to be 
almost equal. 
As we have intimated, the nu­ 
merical forces of the opponents are not very 
unequal. 
But it will not be safe to predict th* 
ultimate result of the contest between Francs 
and PrussU vj^ithout a careful estimate of other 
olemenis m the problem than their respectiv# > 
numerical forces.____________

In 183S he became a 
minister of the Mc hodlst Church, and during the 
following year wa t cieoted presi-lent of Emory Col­ 
lege, at Oxford, Ga. 
Hero no reiiia.ued nine 
years, when he reslgaed to accept a similar position 
m Centenary C-illege, Louisiana; but he had not 
been there many mouths beiore lie was invit d to 
the/Toaidency of the University of Mts.»i sippi, at 
Oxford. He accspte I tiio Invitation ami se: ved for 
six years, when lie retired with the mtontlon of do- 
voting the remainder of his days to agrlcnuural 
pursuits.

Is beautiful lu the extreme, aud was greatly ad­ 
mired. The college Is admirably situated, standing 
nbout 269 lest above tbe level aud overlooking 
Cuyogue Lake, of wbich there is a pleasant view

KXTKBIOB OF TUB BUILDINd, 
on looking at it from tins point, la not remarkably 
■trlklng. Us best view being obtained from the lake; 
but as you enter, the outer in the inner appearance 
is soon lorgotten, everything being well arranged 
and adapted to home comforts and those of its fair 
occupants. 
, The rooms are light, airy and well ventilated, pre- 
Bentlng an appearance of ueatness and comfort, 
Verifying the axiom that •‘cleanliueas U next to God­ 
liness," the truth of which is a perceptibly marked 
feature of WcUs College. 
At present It Is ca­ 
pable of accommodating lOO scholars, assigning, as 
at present, one room to two pupils. The grounds 
are beautifully laid out, being sl aded by clastcrtng 
trees, beautiful flowers and eveigrceus. A portlou 
of the ground Is set apart lor these of the young 
ladies who are desirous of indulging In the light and 
Innocent amusomout of croquet.

believed in the rights and doctr.no tliat bis mother 
taught. He lhaiiked the trustees and audlen e lor 
their aid in establishing an institution for the educa­ 
tion of woman; and he hoped that ihosc who come 
after him wo’ald carry out what he desired to see 
«re life closed upon him—Wells’ Uoliogo—one of the 
first educational institutions In this country.

TIm Outeh Kllla Fat Balling and H u t Cleaatag 
The Heme ef New York’s Ousted 
Mulsnece Breeders. 
Dutch Kills and Ravenswood form the Third ward 
of Long LOand City, Ravenswood being buUt up 
almost entirely by the wealthy New Yorkers, who 
have erected handsome palaces recently along the 
shores of the East rtver, opposite BlackwoU’e 
island. Dutch KUls Is the abiding place, with an 
occasional exception, of tbe poorer claeses—work­ 
men who have moved here for a bit of fresh atr and 
health- It is situated on the high laud back of Unn- 
ter’s Point, at tho source of the creek of the same 
name. Flvehnndred families have here cong re­ 
galed, mostly of that class who occSpy teneriaent 
houses in New York. Small houses, small gardens, 
a goat or a cow, a half dozen hens aud the air be­ 
long to each of these poor famlllos. 
Six mouths ago tho Metropolitan Board of Health 
drove Irom New York a large number of establisti- 
metiU calculated to Injure the public health-fat 
boiUng estobllshments, which the owners contended 
were cleanliness Itself; fertilizing manufactories, 
the otlors of which could be detected from nver to 
river; piggeries, where the filth ran dowu tbe gut­ 
ters in streams, were all inspected, examiued, dis­ 
cussed aud decided to bo miisiincus. 
They Wcro 
accordingly baulsiied, aud lu an evil Hour their pro­ 
prietors looked upon Dutch Kills and were sutUflcd. 
The same war which wa.s waged against them in 
New York is now being enacted at Dutch Kills; the 
same argumenta are brought forward to prove that 
th‘) obuoxioiis gases of these concerns arc not dctrl- 
menui to iieaitii. 
Located within a space of Ies.A than a small block 
D an establUhinent for cleaning oniialls (the Initia­ 
tory step for manafactarlug “boiog..ss'’), a mauu- 
f.ic;ory of fertilizers, two fat IioI.iur eslabllshments 
and ton piggeries, lu wnioh from l.ooo to 2,009 pig.s 
ate led upon tho refuse of New York cliy. 
lu the first esta liisuiiient are employed ten men 
day and night, bunks being fitted ui the upper part 
for the •■gang” of hands, which Is off work to sleep 
In. The entrails are brought from the slaughter 
bouses directly here, and the fat uud other extrañe- 
ou.i mutter reiiioved, alter which ihey are salted 
aown. 
Although Mr. Egiier tries to keep the estab- 
Iishmcnt clean, the nature of the business Is such 
that cleanUuesa Is Impossible. 
Tbe odor for 100 
yards from the building Is dLsgustlng. 
It is this 
ostobllshraeni which is so nauseous to tne passengers 
of the Fiushliig and Long Island rauroad.s, whlcn 
run d rectiy turough this infected district. 
The 
fiith and decomposed matter empties into Dutch 
Kllla creek, aud, togetner with all the drainage of 
the dLstrlct, la carried backwards and forwards by 
the tide uiiiil finally It reaches the E ist river. 
The Jui buUing establlsninents of Wt'diam I'inner 
and Fatrlck MoArdle are a trifle loss uithy, but siUl 
are of such a cliaracler that they should not be al­ 
lowed within miles of a dwelling house. The coiloe- 
tiona from the city are brought here in barrels and 
boded 111 an luimense alrtlgut boiler, from wtuch a 
pipj connects with a worm. Tbe gases, altira'.l 
the oleaginous matter In extracted, escape to lender 
the air, ir possible, in this district more foiiL J he 
piggeries are as loathsome as either of the other con­ 
cerns. tiwlii is collected from tho hotels in New 
York and, in a fermenting stare, brought to the yards. 
It Is then dumped Into an immense iron kettle.wheie 
It simmers lor twenty-four hours, the gases, oi 
course, aruung and pervading the entire neigiibor- 
hood. In some or tbe e tabllshinents there are two, 
111 others only one, probably fifteen or sixteen boil­ 
ers In «11, holding at least tea barrels oactt of swill. 
The svvUl after being boded ts left la open wooden 
tanks, and the action of the siiu uiion tue vUo com­ 
pound helps to increase the edluvia which pervades 
tho district. The cxeresceiice< of tho piggeries, the 
tut boding factories and the intestines Is used to 
manufacture iiatcnt ferttlUers at au estabiisnmeiit 
near. At low tide along the whole lengih of Diitcii 
Kills creek tire partUll.v decomposed animal mutter 
can be traced, and when the sun Is exceedingly hot 


feci a district complain bitterly of tbe situatlou, 
but uniU lately their complaints have been passed 
over without notice. Dr. Dennler, the u.-w llcaliU 
onicer, has gone actively to work to havo these pe.sLi 
removed, but their political and finanotal infloence 
is so great that doubt Is eniortaiiuKl whether he will 
succeeil.

Then we come to long cellars 
filled with Chinamen, tbick as they can sit, waking 
c olh and other cheap slippers; cigar factories where 
they make np cheap tobacco into cigars wblch find 
a quick sale at the East In competition with those In 
our own factories. Chinese barbers Bhaving tho 
heads of tnelr cnstomers, the latter bolding m his 
hniid as Ue sits with his logs crossed a little square 
box that catidiea the messes of hair that drop from 
the barber’s razor; small shops with bundles of flre- 
woorl for Rale, Chinese tailors and shoe and hat 
stores, la'<kets, bamboos, tea chests, chop bUcks, 
China bowls, pipes, stores and trades of every de- 
Bcrlpbon m lu>I operation and the street full of 
ChtnoBc In every direction. 
Some of tne large wholesale stores liave quite the 
aspect of o-jr wholesale stores of fitly years ago, and 
Its occnpmits will be found to be two or three quiet, 
very polite Chinamen In dark blue and black silk, 
with three or four porters or servants waiting In the 
background. Yon are at once handed scaU on 
en oringandtca and cigars served, during which 
cer. mony compliments and conversation opens the 
buslnea-i trauAaction. Most of thc^e Clilncsu whole­ 
sale merchants are very rich and we l educated. 
The gambling places, whose name is legion, 
always liave a sentinel seated lust liiblde the outer 
door, wltn a rope bell pull to alarm the players, and 
without tne aid of a policeman R is impossible for 
an American to obtain admission, probably owing to 
strict police icgnlatlons. 
Opium smoking dens have been often deerriiicd, 
and are here aimnlv little sqtmre, disagreeably 
smelling rooms, with two or three raised placiorms, 
a mat, oonch or two, and sort of wooden pillow for 
the smokers, and Rwo or three bunks, where they 
arc occasionally laid away to sleep off the effects of 
Ihelr debauch. 
The Chinese women seen in the Chinese quarter of 
this city are chiefly those who inhabit thoTr honsos 
of 111 fame in the narrow alleys that cross from fca :- 
rainento street to those that ran parallel to It. These 
unfortunate creatures appear to be girls of from 
thirteen to twenty, and with faces and eyebrows 
elaborately and not inartlstlcatly painted with 
Chlne.so vermlllton .and India Ink, and arrgycd In 
showy Chinese silk embroidered drosses, costume, 
of course, a la CMiuHs; tney literally 'oeset every 
person of the masculine gender who pa.sscs iheir 
domicils. Ke-ipectable Chinese wonu-n arc few In 
numbers and rarely «een In public. Wc saw but two, 
said CO 1» wives of meroliauls here; they were 
laboriouslr hobnUng along In plain Hilk dres-scs, 
marvellously got up iicadB, and scrupulouBly neat, 
except Ihe paint upon their lace.*

TUB WEEK IN WALL 8TBBKT. 
The Wall street markets during the week have 
been almost entirely affected by tho influouoes aris­ 
ing out of tne war news from Eurooe. Homo influ­ 
ences were quite lost sight of. The almanac tells us 
“tn dry weather all signs fall.” So In local financial 
circles tbe Currency bill, the Funding bill and otner 
doiueatlo causes have been overshadowed by tho 
Important events abroad. It ts au open question 
what effect the Congi osslonal measures referred 
to would have had upon prices. For tbe present 
they are inoperative, particularly the Funding bill, 
wblch was dependent for Its success upon such an 
appreciation of our securities as would have left it 
possible to place the new loan upon the market. 
Moreover, many anthorltles contend that as there 
has been no repeal ot tho PnbUo Credit bill passed 
the previous session, which prevents the redemp­ 
tion in coin at par of tbe flvc-twentles nuUl 
greenbacks are at par in gold, tbe law Is a dead letter 
until we shall nave resumed specie payments. 
The 
most important efltoct of the war news has been the 
stimulus It has given to an upward movement In the 
gold premium. 
The foundaUon of this movement

It 
Li true that so far the quotations for^our flve-tweniles 
abroad have declined with tiie progress ol tho war 
Id^ a; but tbe fact should not bo lost sight of that in the 
pr-Bsurc to realize ujioa everything in tho ahapo of 
paper indebtedness, the current of sales has carried 
prices below intrinsic values.

Tho elTcct has been an Increase of over fourteen 
mlllious lu the deposits, despite which the aurplu.s 
re.scrvo of the oanks has Increased over two 
millions. The next Importnut feature Is a sudden 
decrease of over u millton dollars in the circulation 
of the city lianks. The figures of this item 
arc so much ont of proportion to the ordinary weekly 
change that for a time U was supposed an error had 
been made by iho transposition of tho Items of 
circulation and legal tend* rs. It seoraa, however, 
that since the passage of the Cnrrency bill, with 
Its provision for the compulsory redistribution 
of twenty.flve millions of Non hern banking capital, 
some of tho city banks have tuken time by tbe 
forelock and have commenced to sell for a con­ 
sideration 
privileges 
of which 
they will 
bo 
deprived without consideration as soon as the 
law begins to go Into actual operation. Cnpl- 
tailste in tbe richer sections of me West aud 
Soutn have been constantly in tne market to buy 
a portion of the circulation of our larger banks, 
to which roconrse they were driven by the orlglniU 
limit of the national bank capital, and have often 
paid large premiums on tho circulation so trans­ 
ferred. Some of the shrewder of our city iustltn- 
tlons, foreseeing the curtailment of their clrcnliitlon 
by the redlstnbuilon process, have been Belling 
what they could to the buyers now In the market, 
and in beginning to redeem and cancel thetr notes

The Bev. Mr. Hollis, who was with him several 
times during the week, was uiiabio to extract any 
admlstilonorRuilt; but ihe reverend gonileinan is of 
opinion that his discourse proilu ed great etfeot, and 
that AU Pew, at the last, died “ believing iii the 
SrutU.” The venerable the Arclide.ioou also saw the 
vrlBOuer; but to all clergymeu, friends and oltlclgls 
the man now dead has ste.tddy retused to admit his 
guilt. Bamford, the hangman, arrived hero on Sat­ 
urday Bl.ernoon, and all me otner prepaiatlous hav­ 
ing been duly made the prisoner was luforineu that 
a t ten O'clock this morning the sentence would be 
oarrle<l out. At ton o’clock the Shoilif, Mr. Coiles, 
Mouutpd the steps or the gallery, aud, going to the 
door of the coudemue 1 cell, demande l mo body of 
AU Pew, senteuc ;d to death under viceregal warrant 
lor the murder of Elizubeth Aunle Hunt.

Mrs. Moss, the wife ol Mr. W. Moss, ................... 
Armstrong street, had been foully murdeied by 
man named James uooke, of the drm of Cooke 
BroUiers, troumongers, also of Arm'.trong street. 
Lntortuuately, ihcso terriiying rumors wore correct. 
Upon hastening to the scene of m urder and sui­ 
cide. the shop 01 Mr. Moss. In Armsiroug street, a 
horrible spectacle presented itself to our eyes. 
Stretched out npou the door, covered with crimson 
gore, me m urderer aud his unfortunate victim lay 
w ithin a few laches of -each other, and thetr 
pUrtstly couutenuuces aud vacant eyes 
stniok 
ten o r Into the hearts of the onlookers. 
The 
Various anieles in the sliop were covered with 
blood and bespattered with the murderer’s bruins, 
forming a sight slckouiug to behold. Tue specta le 
was one Which baffles a l.is t description. Near the 
murderer, on the floor, lay the murderous weapon, 
a double-burreiled gun, from the barrels of which 
the smoke was yet issuing. The smoke of powder, 
the bloody and bralu-bespattered floor, the mangled 
aud horribio looking corpses of the murdered and 
the murderer, these were the things upon which we 
gazed, while all around presenU'd traces of the ai»- 
palling crime committed. The circumstauoes at­ 
tending tlic fatal aoalr, as nearly as cun be «seer- 
tamed, are as follows:—At about live ami twenlv 
minutes past nine mis morning ,Cooke came into 
tbe shop ol Mr. Moss, at the Irout entrance. Mr. Moss 
was absent at t ie time, and Mrs. Moss, seeing Cooke 
come in me door, went into the shop aud spoke to 
him.

Elvira Do Ids, a girl In the employ of Mr. Moss. 
Btntes that she was looking through a window, aim 
beam Cooke say, lu answer to Mis. Moss. “ i’ll be 
back lu about five m inutes.” 
He came back, and 
more unknown conversation ensued, when he look 
a black bottle Irom his pocket and swallowed some 
llqul I from it. Mrs, Moss asked him what he had 
tai.cn, when, to the best of oar lufonuaul’s know­ 
ledge. he auswored that it was strychutno. He then 
ntu to the deor, and nodded to soiiubodv, who 
brought in a double-burieiied guii to him (b rrowed 
by him Irom Mr. Moss a few ilays beloie). Eaucyiug 
that gomethmg was about to happen, after Cooke 
had swallowed the contents of me bottle and ob- 
.Uined the gun in such a stiaiigc maimer, she called 
>ut to Mrs. Moss, wbo was men stuudlug facing the 
iliup dour, and that uniortuuate woman was jn^tlu 
.;he act oi lurniug rdiuul waen he presented tilfe guu 
a t her and fired. 
The girl run out at the back door 
for help, and immcdluiely heard another report. 
Mr. Kllimtsiei', saddler, being next dour to the 
«cene of the murderous calamity, hearing the first 
report, ran with all speed into the place, aud saw 
Cooke place the muzzle of the gnn undem eath ms 
chiuandflie. The suicide Immediately fell, wiiile 
the bloody braius and pontons of the skull were 
blown about the rojin lu various dlrecUons. Mr. 
Killmlaicr informs us that he was hardly two inones 
irom the murderer when he took his own life, and 
that had he ncen a miuute sooner he could possibly 
*ave f revealea me second faial shot being flied. 
'fue m urderer and suicide, who fed with liis head 
dclvveen his victim’s legs, utiered no word aud 
made hardly any exclamaiion; but, afcer a ooiivui- 
jive movement, lay periectly stdl. Tne snot did not 
cu t the Hie thread of Mis. Moss so quickly, but 
ba dly a minute elap.sed idler the flrsl shut was flred 
peiore both Uad|ceased to breutiie, Tue murderer, 
alter flriug at ins victim, must have quickly tried 
the weapon upon himseif, for report loliowed report 
with very qnlck succe islou.

but later in tho ulghi the showers assumed a heavier 
form, und a steady dowu-pour set In which laate l 
unui nearly daybreak. It wiU readily be believed by 
readers at a dlstauce that alter having our town and 
district devastated so frequently this season there 
w as no vory great disposition among tliu people of 
Maitland to Indulge in any particular fcstlvltlea even 
upon tho occasion of the birthday of our gracious 
sovereign; nevertheless there were a few among the 
community who felt disposed to make tlie b,*st of It 
to pi-ttClDe the philosophy of the celebrated Mark 


to beoiirdcslliiy with the fortitude ol stoics, 
however, a mutter of congratulation to all when 
Tuesday morning broke bright and clear, with a 
brilliant sun lieamliig overhead, giving proinlso of 
gcnuiiiu ‘'tjiieea’s weather” lor the twneftt of thoso 
who desired to honor her Majesty’s natal d a y -a 
promise which was fully realized, for the whole day 
was all that could be desired, although there were 
ominous clouds gathering around the horizon before 
the evening. During the night, or rather early yes- 
terday morning, ihe showers again began to fall, 
although tliey were not particularly heavy, nor did 
ther coutmue very long. 
The long contliiuBiice of wet weather has had the 
effect of keeping the laud Infso sarnrateil a condition 
that It is absolutely unable to absoib any more mois­ 
ture. conscqucmiy the whole of the rain on Uils 
watershed runs off Into the river as quickly as It 
fnl s. The effect of this is that the river rNes and 
fahs with almost every change lu the barom eter; 
when tho mercury f i lls the river rises, and vioe verm. 
nie showers nt tho latter end of lust week had 
canseil the river to rise from thirteen feet, to which it 
had lallen on Wednesday, to seventeen feet on Satiir- 
day; it tell on Huudny to about flfiecn feet six Inches, 
but commenced slowly rising again on Monday inorn- 
ing. It was therefore confldoiitiy expected that a fur­ 
ther rlHo would be apparent on Tuesday morning. 
No one was thoreloi-e surprised to see that the 
gauge at the Bo more bridge marked a height of 
iweuty-throe foot six Inchc.s soon after daylight lu 
the moriiiiif. A very strong current wa.s then run­ 
ning down, and there wore but too plainly visible 
the indtcations of an approaching flood. Tho news 
from lip couniry was anything but comforting; for 
the rain of Monday had extended as far as Murru- 
rimdl and the Wollombi, the creeks being flooded at 
tho latter place, and the river at Singleton being 
over twauif-tiiroo feet above the u.«iiai level. The 
river here continue I to increase In volume all day 
at a gradual 
and 
steady rate. 
About mid­ 
day It had alino.tt 
reached the level of the 
street at tho breach In the High street em­ 
bankment; It was nearly coming over behind 
Mr. Patterson’s

flow once more into the Hor«..'.slioe Bend at I’onfold’s. 
Ihciiihal)lt.iiits of this last named iiiifortiiiiate lo­ 
cality we;o again returning to ttieir habitailons. and 
were again going through the weary labor of clean­ 
ing and ilrylng tlielr hoiia*'s, aud arranging their 
Lares and Penates, In the vain hope that they would 
be no more jiui-sued bv that “iinraereirnl disaster,” 
which has oveitaken them so many times of late. It 
la all very well to olame these unfortunate people 
for returning to thoir homes—lint what can they do f 
As we have before pointed out, there are no bouses 
to be obtained in paru of the town beyond fl.Mjd 
reach, und It Is not to be supposed th at tlieyeoiUd 
cunthiiie to herd together in tna public buildings 
any longer than absomiely nece.sssarv. There Is no 
choice for them; they arc comp' led to return to 
their own houses as B*,on us the water goes out, even 
though It be at the risk of colds,-fevers, and all the 
other maladies incident upon living in such «lamp 
habitations.

Towards evening on Tuesday the water was run­ 
ning across the Bast Maltlanu road In two or three 
places. W Qlfls’ creek h id risen nearly to the ho'ght 
of the beams Hiipport.ng tho iloormgof the V ictoni 
Bridge, and a very sirong enrreut was running up 
the creek, creating quite a little rapid at the ob-druc- 
tlon caused by the rem alusof the ill-fated flood, 
gates. The flow of water up the creek hod a per- 
coptible influoiioe upon the back water before mght- 
fufl on Tuesday, and veslerday morning this effoct 
was still mure marked. The water had once moro 
nearly covered Nicholson’s lucerne pa Idock, iictween 
Bourke and Devonshire streets, converting into a 
sea of water that which had h< en a day or two pre­ 
viously a bog of mud, und where It is almost hnpos- 
slble toreuli/.e that only throe moutUa ago a verdant 
carpet of incerno was to be seen. 
At tbe back of Mr. Patterson’s the river threatened, 
on Tuesday morning, to overflow Into High street. 
To prevent this a number of corporation laborers 
were set to work, who In the course of the day threw 
up a temporary, but tolerably substaiiUiil embank­ 
ment of earth, which answered tne purpose of keep­ 
ing out the water at this point. At the back of tbe 
O.itholic cuiirch the hollow, where a largo landslip 
took place last week, was again flded with water. 
A small embankment was thrown up at this place 
also, but of Bucn slight dimensions an to app.^ar 
likely to prove of llttio boneflt ui tho event of a rise 
ol only a few laches, and in point of fact it gave way 
ye.st«rday. 
At five o'clock on Tnesdav evening tho bridge 
gauge snowed a height of twenty-seven leet f.mr 
Inches. The rate o ir i^ had then begun to slacken, 
and we do not tu nk ihst a greater height ilian 
twenty-seven lect eight or nine inches was attained 
at all du ing the iiigiit. On yesierday morning there 
was a very slight ueobne, but the river rose again 
slowly during the morning, and remained all day at 
nearly tweniy-elght feetabove low water mark. Tho 
weather cleared up and became One overliuad. 
A t 
midday ye.sterday tho w ater was still flowing over 
High street at the embankment, bat it had been siic- 
ces fully kept out at other parts of the mala street. 
It was remarked 
that although the current of 
this flood haa been very strong lesthnaletl at over six 
knots per hour) there has been sca.cely any drift 
timber or rubbish brought down. This is no doubt 
owm r t J the fact that the banks of the rivers and 
ere: ks up country had been swept bare by previous 
floods and It i-s a fa.;t, consolatory as far as it 
g.iea that there Is little or no produce left In tho ills- 
trict for the floods to destroy. Indeed, hut for the 
iiicouveuienue and danger caused tu hinaau beings, 
the dara.ige to house property and the delay to 
agricultural operations, tlie floods are now unable 
to work any great amount of evil.

To TUB EuiToa or th * H e ra ld :— 
Having read many letters and a 
so n the 
labor question from workingmen aud their syiupa- 
thtaem. In which tho most linporlant facts which the 
question Involves have boen outlrely iguored, I de­ 
sire to tax your liberality for a small space In your 
columns in which to present those faci.i to the public, 
that they may receive ilio attention tUolr m erit en­ 
titles them to. 
Tho trades reprc.sent but a small proportion of tho 
labor Interests of the world, and being organized on 
tho avowed assumption ‘‘that unskilled labor can­ 
not be protected,” their appealing to that branch or 
department for protection In tho present emergency 
places them In a rather humiliating position, Inas­ 
much as It Involves the aUiulsslon tUatskUled cannot 
well he protected wlthont aid from unskilled labor. 
Tiielr being organized for the especial purpose oi 
securing a iiioiio|)Oly of cerUIn braiiolies of labor for 
the benefit of a select few byexc.u ling the nia-sses 
from free participation In ihsm, their frantic appeal 
to the masses for abl In effecting their purpose and 
not proposing a reciprocal favor, has theappcaraiioo 
of addlug Insult to liijuix which will go far to jus­ 
tify the doDunoiatiiins of trades iinioas os organized 
gangs of «‘iiieaii, sclilsh miscreants.” 
Therefore, having learned by experience that 
skilled labor cannot bo protect. d unless aided by 
the ma8.i08, if the trmles would Ju»tiry an lutoHl- 
gent claim to an honorable purpose they will undori 
take to duvise and demand the liiaiigitratloii of 
some system hy which all branches of labor will 
be equally well protected from tho oppression 
that Is Imposed upon all. The bas vs of such a sys- 
t(iiu cannot be Ioun<l lu the false theory that “labor 
produces all. capital riothiiig, and Is thero ore en- 
tlilod to nothing;” for so long as capital is eniploy. d 
at an agent in promoting production it is as nuieh 
entitled to coinpeuiation as labor Is. And 11' it Is 
Jiisi for labor to exact all the componsalioii it Is able 
to extol t i t IB eiiiiallyju.st lor capital 10 do Iikiiwise. 
Labrvr Is not J’mtly eniUio<l to favors; caplial asks 
none. Recognizing the josile.» and valblity of this 
tlieor.T, wo will regard It folly to contend that there 
Is no natural antagonism of Interests between labor 
and capital, for we will percei o there Is, an l 
which can only be overcome hy Inaugurating a 
system that Will liiiiire an abuudsnt produo- 
tioii and equitable distribution or exchange of com­ 
modities without tho aid of capital, but ny laiior 
only. Such a system c.ui bo tievlsed, and will bo In­ 
augurated when tho masses are siimoieiitly . nlluht- 
eiied to coinprchead the iioco.i.iltv for «leuianding it. 
Then the bqrrt 'n Iniposol by capital will be removed 
ana no violence or Injustice done to auy ci.i.-s.

Evans, in Lincoln, Logan 
county, IIL H eat once to >k the tram for Lincoln, 


was hltten, and tho sioiie wa.s tried. He then 
tried to telegraph from Lincoln D) his wife, at 
Morris, to come to him. The agent Informed 
him that Morris was on an opposliloi» line auu 
that they would 
not 
receive 
mo-Bages that 
were to 1)0 sent over that lino. The nature and 
object of the despatch we e explalue 1, und pay for 
the transmission temlered. yet the agent said he 
would not send it, aud there was no use of his talk­ 
ing any iiioio about It. Mr. Jacobs had no other 
alternative left him but lo go home ai'er his w.fe, 
which ho did, after making nrrangcmciit.s with Mr. 
Evans to meet him here in JoPet with the stone. On

remains on the hiie. Mr. Evans says that the stone 
wa.s brought from Wales by his greai gran ifathcr to 
Virginia, and by his grandfatlier to Koutucky, and 
his father brought It to this Blate forty years ago. 
At Ids faihor’s <»' ath, twenty-one years ago. It ciiine 
Into his posesslun, and since then ho has applied it 
to over one thousand dlifeieni coses, and always 
with perfect am cess, ex. ept In one In sianc--that 
of John Bennington, of Minoiik, In Woo<lford county, 
eleven years ago. He wiw frlglitriilly mangled from 
bis elbows to the ends of Ills flnger.s, and no appli­ 
cation was made until be had the disease. Th<'ii, by 
reason of there being so many wounds, and it being 
BO long (three weeks) after he r a s lift ten, the poison 
seemed to accumulate a.s fa t as the Htuno coul I 
drawUouU The man would be rational as long as 
the stone wa.s applied to any of the wounds, but as 
soon as it was romov.-d to bo c cause 1 he would take 
a fit, and so he continued—rationul when the sio io 
was on ami raving m id wliou off—unill he dieil.

seam of cJay, charged wicli a secimge of water al­ 
lowed a large fluke of ore ami vein m ailer to discon­ 
nect ii-olf from tho liaiigbig wall, cruslilng by its 
luimeiiBo wciglit, in a lateral us well as perpendicu­ 
lar direotfou, the Heavy sets of 
timbers, car-

It will then 
remain only for the United States to strengthen thia 
great reform in monetary legislation by slightly

Great 
credit is due to M. de Panen, President of the Coun- 
cil of State, for having accomplished so much 
toward-, a solution of this gieat question in France, 
for, strange to say, there 13 no ot'ier country in 
Europe where it is so difficult to break through usage 
and overcome the obstinate resistance of routine. 
No less praise is due to one of our ovvn prominent ! 
citizens, S. a. Buggies, of New York, wnoae zeal and 
assidmty have known no bounds In pressing on to a 
successful conclusion one of the greatest re'orms of 
this commercial century. The present Chancellor cf 
trie English Exchequer has displayed no less energy 
and astuteness in giving his skilful co operation to 
all that has beeu done to consummate this grand 
scheme of a uniform co.nage.

An American Trial—Assault and Battery on 


President Gram's Brother-in-Law—Consul 
Cramer anil Mr. Lake in Iciusie.

trial of a young American, Mr. Alba Crotcheron 
LaKe, from Memphis, Tenn , for assault and battery 
committed on the tth of last month, in the office and 
upon the person ot the United States Consul here, 
Mr M J. Cramer, brother-in-law of President Ulysses 
Grant, Mrs. C. being a sister of your Chier Magis- 
trate. 


It appeared from the evidence that on the above 


day Lase, who is twenty one years of age, entered 
the Consular office and handed over to Mi. Cramer a1- 
letter wherein tue writei, a Mr. Butler, friend and 
countryman of Lake', addressed to the Consul are- 
quest to deliver any letters for him in the office to 
the bearer. Having been told bj Mr. Cramer that 
there were none, Lake, who had already reached the 
door,to make his exit, retained and asked to have 
back the letter in question, bnt was answered thati 
it belnz addressed to the Consul, he would Keep 
it in the office for further reference. Against this 
Like remonstrated, Insisting upon his right to ButT 
ler's note, but this being refused he suddenly 
siutched it out of the hands of the Consul and left 
the room.

Groves and woods 
are scattered here and there, and give the whole place 
the appearance of an extensive garden.

War to Europe—Opportunity of tlie United 


States. 


Our commerce should be just now the load- 


ing subject of national attention. In the pre- 
sent juncture of the world's affairs there 
appears the opportunity that, rightly improved, 
might not only restore to us the maritime 
strength that was swept away in our great 
war, bat out of which also we might secure 
a start that would easily enable us to distance 
within a few years every rival power. At this 
moment there are twenty-six German steamers 
carrying passengers between ports in Europe 
and the United States. All these must stop at 
the very mention of the presence outside of a 
French cruiser. Sailing from-this port also are 
all the splendid steamers of the "Compagnie 
Generate Transatlantique," and these must 
stop, for there is also a Prussian man-of-war 
not far away. And this statement of the case 
with regard to the splendid passenger steamers, 
many of which also have a fine trade in first 
class freight, is the statement of the whole 
case with regard to French and German com- 
merce. Each nation has naval power enough 
to drive the mercantile marine of the other 
from the seas. 
What shall become of the 


numerons trade thus done—and of the great 
number of ships engaged in it that are not fit 
for war, and ought not to rot in blook- 
aded ports? England already has covetous 
eyes on this great trade, and in the assumption 
that "business will fall to neutral flags" the 
government is urged to remain neutral despite 
every possible complication that may arise. 


British neutrality in this war will no doubt 


result greatly to the advantage of the British 
shipping trade, and for this reason alone every 
nerve will be strained to keep Great Britain 
out of the Continental struggle. 


Will this effort be successful ? It is doubt- 


ful. 
Already we hear that neutrality will be 


inconsistent with the honor of England if the 
Low Countries seem to be in danger, and tais 
reference to the fact that England is one of the 
Powers that guarantee the independence of 
Belgium is too plain for misconception. 


~ -- 
*• 
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Again, we hear the intimation that England 
morally stands behind Prassia, and that any 
si^n of failure on the part of the latter Power 
will draw England Into the straggle. The 
very fact that these things are canvassed ren- 
ders the neutrality of English ships uncertain, 
and so unsafe, and the probability is that the 
United States alone will have it within its 
power to reap all the harvest of this war. 
Indeed, this 5s a change that is justly due us 
in the whirligig of time; for as one war de- 
stroyed our commerce and built np the mari- 
time trade of some European porta at our ex- 
pense, it is but proper that another war sbould 
build up onr trade again at the expense of the 
commerce of Europe. 


But it is not only from the effects of our 


war that onr commerce is prostrate. It wag 
stricken down by the war, but it has been 
kept down by the inconceivable folly of cer- 
tain of our laws—laws like the compact with 
Shylock—framed to "protect" certain interests, 
to £~ive those interests their pound of flesh, 
though this could only be done at the expense 
of the whole body from which the flesh must 
be cut. Before, therefore, war in Europe can 
give us again tha.t of which war in America 
deprived ns, we must first set aside these 
most foolish, villanous, pocket-picking laws; 
these laws framed to enrich ten men and 
starve ten thousand; laws which declare that 
this great nation shall own no ships except ii, 
can make terms with Mr. Kelley, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and a few more men of his kidney ; 
laws only second in atrocity to those slave 
laws that the nation has recently torn out of 
its lite at such frightful cost; laws whose 
authors and supporters, if the slaveholder de- 
served all the opprobrium cast upon him, 
should be stoned ia the streets of every city of 
the republic. 


The world has not for many generations 


seen a more bewildering, confounding specta- 
cle of imbecility, of downright inability to 
comprehend and grasp a simple thought—than 
that shown by the United States Congress 
when its attention was properly called to this 
subject oa Friday last. The President by 
special message pointed out the 
oppor- 


tunity, 
and 
hinted 
at 
the 
way 
we 


could 
improve it, but 
his words fell 


on minds preoccupied with another thought. 
Y»rJtat was this grand thought that left no room 
even for the proposition to erase the last great 
disadvantage left by the war? It was the 
reflection'iof every member that he had his 
ticket in his pocket, that he had made up his- 
mmd to go home,, that he did n»t want to be 
delayed and stop for the bother of any more 
legislation, howevor imperatively necessary 
for tlie interests of the nation; and in this 
pitiful haste to get away, and for this puerile 
-reason, the Congress- of the United States 
turned a deaf ear to ooe of the most important 
messages that ever came to it from the Execu- 
tive. Some members there were who proposed 
a measure that might have covered the case; 
but Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, waa there, 
standing, as one might suppose, bludgeon in 
hand, determined that the nearly lifefess body 
of American commerce should not rise while he 
could strike, and in the criminal indifference 
of the mass of members to their duty he was 
able to kill the proposition that was made. 
Such, then, is the patriotism of the republican 
party, and such is the contrast between its 
conduct in the presence of a real national 
emergency and the ready attention it once 
gave to the nigger and now gives to every 


face to face with a very palpable but man- 
aaeable mischief.

many Enthiuiutic for Battle— The Peo- 
ples 
A series of cable telegrams, received from 


the Old World during yesterday and last night, 
which we publish this morning, report to the 
American people the development of the war 
furor which prevails between France and 
Germany. 
Tbere were "rumors from the 


front" of a severe battle having been fought 
between the contending armies at a point of 
territorial border contact. It was said that 
thousands had been killed on either side. Of 
this we bad no confirmation at an early hour 
this morning. The prevalence of snch rumors, 
should they prove to be merely rumors, at 
such an early date of the struggle proves con- 
clusively that the "reliabla gentleman" is not 
exactly indigenous to American soil in war. 


The cable despatches -go to show that France 


is a unit for war ; that Germany is united and 
a unit for war. In such a crisis somebody 
will be very seriously hurt. It is like 
the schoolboy proposition in science — "If a 
body which cannot 
give 
way 
meets 


another body which won't give way, what 
will 
be the result?" 
The agitation of 


the peoples of France and North Germany is 
extreme. Napoleon is supported by the nation. 
The French Legislature presented an address 
to the Emperor, couched in words of the most 
devoted loyalty. 
The members hint at the 


previous existence of a "monarchical combina- 
tion" conducted in a "mysterious" manner, 
but with a Prussian connivance against the 
empire. Money "pours" in Jor war purposes 
by voluntary subscription, and a" Hew loan, to 
Paris. Changarnier is to command the French 
reserves as a Marshal of France ; a graceful 
and well timed, compliment by Bonaparte to the 
the democracy. The Empress Eugenie is 
called on by the Legislative Body to as- 
sume the chief control of the State during 
the absence of the Head of the Army. Her 
Majesty is now in Paris. 
The Prince Im- 


perial will accompany his father to the field. 
This is French ; of and for France, with a 
good deal of other exciting matter beside. 


Germany is equally enthusiastic. It is in 


the German fashion — exact, practical and with 
few words. King William of Prussia enjoyed 
a most enthusiastic reception at Cologne.

The Frunco-lVnMlaa. War and Infallibility 


in the Cunrche* Yesterday. 


Yesterday 
several 
of

clergymen 


referred 
in

Franco-Prussian 
war. 
Of course, 
this 


was to nave been expected. 
It was really 


refreshing to hear them denounce the contest. 
Brother Beecher thought there was no moral 
principle animating either nation, although he 
believed there was naturally a strong sym- 
pathy for Prussia, which was at the head of a 
democratic and liberal minded people. Bev. 
Mr. Jones, at the Water street dogpit, almost 
regretted that France had not obeyed the 
divine injunction and, when Prussia smote her 
with Prince Leopold on one cheek, turned her 
the other (Alsace and Lorraine, no doubt), Bev. 
Mr. Powers, at the Elm place Congregational 
church, sincerely hoped that the Christian 
nations would interfere and stop the war, which 
was one waged without cause. In a word it was 
charming to hear these preachers plead elo- 
quently for peace. How changed their views 
have become since 1859 and 1860! 
How 


Christian! Do we not recall how these same 
gentlemen, in both sections of tbe country, 
preached red hot sermons ? Was there not a 
skirmish in each sentence, a heavy bombard- 
ment in each paragraph and a general engage- 
ment in each discourse-? But then onr cause 
was holy, and the Southern preachers said 
their cause was holy. The idea that the Ger- 
mans and French associate holiness with their 
respective causes evidently did not strike Mr. 
Beecher. Rev. Mr. Smyth, of the American 
Free Church, was the only preacher on this 
war topic who deduced from it a Christian 
lessou. And even he dealt more on its gen- 
eral than on its specific features. 


After all, these pious arguments against 


bloodshed, if even a trifle Pecksniffian, serve 
a good purpose. 
If we pull out the raote that 


is in our brother's eye, the operation ought to 
benefit him; though what good it does us poor 
creatures, half-blinded by the beam that is in 
our own eyes, we shall not even venture to sug- 
gest. Still, it was somewhat inconsiste^, after 
preaching peace and good will to all ia ibe 
morning to pitch iato the Pope ia the evening, 
as waa done by Mr. Powers. 
This clergyman

Our 
Shipping 
Interests*—The Blunder 
of 


Congress. 


The agent of the North German Lloyd's 


steamers is at present iu Washington, where 
he is canvassing the probabilities of reversing 
the negative action of Congress on the propo- 
sition to transfer his vessels to the American 
flag. He presents the case in such a light that 
the penny wise and pound foolish Congress- 
men, who preferred that the country should 
lose all the advantages of the transfer rather 
than tbat they should lose their free passages 
on the railways homeward, will be able to see 
their folly in a clear light. The Prussian 
government offered us the first choice, and if 
we persist i n onr refusal they will offer the 
same proposition to the English government, 
wnich will be quick enough to accept it. Thus 
by the blunder of Congress we not only de- 
cline a free increase of our own mercantile 
marine, but we make ourselves accessory 
to an increase in the 
same proportion 


of the mercantile marine of our nearest 
rival. Secretary Fish, with an eye to the pro- 
tection of onr mails, has, it is reported, in- 
structed Minister Washbnrne to request the Em- 
peror Napoleon not to interfere with Prussian 
steamers carrying onr mails. This is an ex- 
traordinary request to make to the Emperor 
when he is so palpably bent on a decisive and 
unrelenting war. 
He may probably 'feel 


kindly towards us for that blunder which Con- 
gress made (and Prussia, by the way, may 
feel correspondingly bitter), but he is too 
shrewd to forego such immense prizes merely 
through a kindly feeling. The only way in 
which we can protect our foreign mails is to 
ho ist the American nag over them, and that 
Congress has lost the opportunity of doing. 


The Result of a fireman's Fight. 


A very striking example of the want of 


discipline in the fire departments of our neigh- 
bor cities was that furnished at the terrible 
conflagration in Meridei, Conn., on Saturday. 
While the fire companies were fighting among 
themselves about precedence at a hydrant the 
fire gained snch headway in the splendid 
silver-plating factory of the Meriden Britannic 
Company that it was burned np, thus throwing 
six hundred people out of employment and de- 
stroying a quarter of a million dollars worth of 
prope.-ty. This was a very unfortunate and a 
very disgraceful affair. Nothing of that kind 
could occur IB this city under our paid Fire 
Department. Everything here is done with 
the promptness and regularity of military dis- 
cipline. It IB doubtful whether these Connecti- 
cut firemen are not amenable to the law, and 
should not be held penally responsible for the 
disaster. It is true they are merely volun- 
teers ; but then they have taken an obligation 
to perform certain public duties, and thus, in 
a measure, they prevent others from doing 
them. Whan the volunteer Or«ma.n neglect! 


these duties to indulge in a qnarr«l with 
another company, in presence of a terrible 
conflagration, he is certainly not free from 
responsibility. However, the only way to get 
rid of evils like these in all the country towns 
is to adopt the model of the New York,paid 
Fire Department. 
' 


Tbe French Budget. 


Were it possible to regulate finance by a 


military mandate or to control the rise and 
fall of values by the passwords of the bivouac, 
those men and nations who revel in war, 
keeping up standing armies in order to be pre- 
pared for conflicts, and then rushing into con- 
flicts ia order to employ the standing armies, 
would have an easy time of it. But practical 
experience teaches all what Canute had sense 
enough to discover for himself, that the billows 
of the sea, moral or physical, roll not back at 
any mortal's command. The great ebb and 
flow of monetary values follow a law of their 
own, which is measured healthily and normally 
by the good works of peace only. 


France has just plunged into a tremendous 


and uncertain war. But tbe other day her 
lesislators were most anxiously debating the 
budget. They disclosed the fact that the 
round product of all the French taxes and 
revenues is 1,511,709,190 francs, of which 
total it is impossible to expend less than 
554,088,726 and pay all charges, pensions, 
&c., or a good deal more than one-third of the 
whole disposable sum. There remain, then, 
but 957,029,764 to pay the army and navy and 
the civil demands, including the judiciary, the 
church endowments, the various govern- 
mental departmsnts, &e. These calls amount 
to about 848,000,000. 
The remainder is 


transferred to the credit of the extra budget, 
and is applied chiefly to the public works. 
In reference to these charges there is no hope 
of improvement unless there be a searching 
reform and curtailment of tbe army. On the 
contrary they increase every year, and at 
every session for the past dozen years there 
b,as been a large parly to complain bitterly 
Over the declining prosperity of the conutry 
staggering beneata tbe weight of suah bur- 
dens. 
Tiie various fixed taxes ratsd per 


head weigh very heavily, and impera- 
tively 
demand 
modification.

One authoritative writer 
seis down all the in«r55t £^oxnBjit four-fittha 
of the whole resources of the CuHufa-y, and were 
these large returns absolutely certain and not 
liable to fluctuations and changes they would 
form the right arm of the treasury. But it is 
often at the very time when they are most 
needed that they do not. yield fruitfully. 
As 


matteis have been recently, the floating debt 
of France has risen to nearly eight hundred 
millions, and overshadows the government 
with a continual menace of necessity for a new 
loan, and, if we are to believe the recent report 
of M. Chesnelong on tbe subject, the savings 
funds are more likely to exhibit deficits than a 
surplus. The city of Paris ran up enormous 
liabilities, and, as though following her exam- 
ple, very many of the smaller towns and com- 
munes have done likewise. 


Now, therefore, pushing aside tbe chicanery 


and make-believe ot those who try to confuse 
the question and draw distinctions where there 
are no differences, all these burdens rest upon 
the same shoulders. The individual who pays 
his share of the town or commune debt also 
pays to the general government his part of the 
general taxes. With the outbreak of war all 
these charges are increased, at the very mo- 
ment when the cost of all the necessaries of 
lite is enhanced and tbe working force 
diminished. In the present year these diffi- 
culties are enormously augmented by various 
causes, foremost among which are the terrible 
drought and the failure of crops, the complaint 
of manufacturers in all directions, and the 
widespread trade strikes, now running into 
such dangerous demonstrations as those most 
recently 
made 
by 
bakers, 
gardeners, 


butchers, 
<fcc. Behind 
the scenes 
there 


is, 
after all, very little sentimentahsm 
war, 
and 
while 
the 
superficial 


observer may simply be amusing his fancy, if it 
be truculent enough to care nothing for the 
heaped up dead, the ghastly wounds, the 
trampled, blood-polluted fields, and the tears 
and desolation, and poverty and vice, with the 
body and soul ruin that follows in a thousand 
liomes, the statesman is gravely—oh, most 
gravely!—and anxiously pondering how all this 
is to be paid for from tbe scanty store at home. 
France, for instance, begins with a large 
loan and a muster of her reserves. How shall 
she end with that haunting monstrwm liar- 
rendum, the budget of 1871 ? 


Tbe Railway, tbe Telegraph, and tbe Fine 


Arts. 


The railway and the telegraph have been 


ignorantly decried by some versifiers as pro- 
ducts and exponents of a merely mechanical 
age—an age in which matter has usurped the 
throne of mind. Even so true a poet as 
Wordsworth dreaded the intrusion of the rail- 
way upon the beautiful repose of English rural 
scenery. 
He thought that the shrill steam 


whistle would scare away forever from his fa- 
vorite haunts the geniut loci which had in- 
spired bis muse. But more recent poets, with 
greater knowledge of the harmony between 
science and nature, and with clearer insight 
into the spiritual significance as well as ma- 
terial power of steam and electricity 
as 


special agents of modern life and civilization, 
have discovered and celebrated the poetry of 
the railway and the telegraph. 
These marvel- 


lous instruments of human will are bringing us 
swiftly to "the time of the end" predicted by 
the prophet Daniel, when " many shall run to 
and fro and knowledge shall be increased." At 
length steam and electricity have been recog- 
nized and idealized within the domain ot the 
fine arts. Signor Antonio Rosetti, a dis- 
tinguished and wealthy sculptor, who is a 
Milanese by birth, but who has successfully 
pursued his profession for thirty years at 
Rome, has lately completed two remarkable 
statues, one of which he entitles La Via f er- 
rata, tbe Railway, and the other, 11 Tdegrafo, 
the Telegraph. The former is inscribed with 
the name of Stophenson, tbe inventor of the lo- 
comotive, and the latter with tbat of Morse, 
the inventor of the telegraph. The fact that 
Mr. Morse, tha ex-President of the American 
Academy of Design, la himself an arttat, make* 


It the more appropriate that art should thus 
commemorate his great invention. The two 
statues might have evinced more originality if 
the sculptor had not relied chiefly upon tha 
traditional means of distinguishing them by 
symbolic accessories. But ttie fine photographs 
of them which have been sent to us show that 
they are admirably 
executed. They cun 


readily be multiplied by. copies ,of any'dimen- 
sions in marble or in bronze, and they would 
be suitable ornaments for railway and tele- 
graph stations throughout the world. 


Rosetti, the sculptor, is, described as "a 


live man, an ardent patriot and a believer in 
the modern age." 
It is singularly suggestive 


that these statues in honor of two prime 
movers in this age of progress, should have 
been completed in Rome at the very mo- 
ment when the majority of the Ecuinencial 
Council is generally supposed to be trying in 
the same city to clog the wheels of modern 
progress, to turn back the course ol time, and, 
like Joshua of old, to make) mm and moon 
stand still. It recalls to mind tbe famous pro- 
test of Galileo as he rose from his knees after 
having been forced to retract bis theory of 
the motion of the earth—E pur si muove /

France has a population of thirty-eight mil- 


lions. That of the North German Confedera- 
tion, consisting of Prussia, with the annexed 
States of Hanover, Hesse-Cassel, Schleswig- 
Holstein, Nassau and Frankiorl, «nd the Ger- 
man States north of the river Main, amounts 
to nearly thirty-one millions. The South Ger- 
man States, excluding Austria, may possibly 
aid Prussia in its resistance to French aggres- 
sion, and they number nine millions. Thus 
the balance in point of population is slightly 
in favor of Germany. The French navy, willi 
its fifty-five iron-chds and their 1,032 guns, 
against the Piussiaa navy, with but four such 
vess_els and tUeir fifty guns, and a similar dis- 
parity in other ohsses of waj steamers, is 
indisputably superior, 
But although since 


the unexpected, victory of Prussia in I860 tha 
efficiency of tbe French army as well as that 
of the French navy has been steadily increased 
and the pffective force of tbe army with tha 
reserve has been brought up to eight hundred 
thousand, a number larger by two hundred 
and sixty-three thousand than it had at the 
commencement of the Crimean war, yet tbe 
Prussiau army has also been steadily in- 
creased, until it contains six hundred and fif- 
teen thousand, of whom four huudrsd and 
fifty thousand are in active service, while fba 
reserve of Prussia, consisting of the entire 
male population of suitable age, will enablo 
her to bring into the field, for a defensive 
campaign, a full million of thoroughly drilled 
soldiers. Thus, in a military point of view, 
France and the North German Confederacy 
seem to be not very unequally matched. 


But this apparent equilibrium of their nu- 


merical forces is not an infallible test of the 
relative superiority of the two nations. For 
it cannot be forgotten that the new German 
Confederacy is composed of the most hetero- 
geneous elements to wbich the homogeneous- 
ness of the French population must be a for- 
midable and solid barrier. German unity has 
long been an unrealized dream. TUo unity 
which Prussia enforced in 18GG is but a tod- 
dling babe four years of age, and it must be 
an infant Hercules indeed, if it can success- 
fully strive against the mature strength of 
French unity. It would seem as if all tho 
sharply cut distinctions between Imperialist, 
Orleanist, Bonrbonist and republican parlies 
in France were about to be obliterated, at 
least temporarily, in the universal passionate 
desire of all Frenchmen to make the Rhine 
their natural and acknowledged boundary 
line. When it is remembered how reluctantly 
some of the lesser German States submitted 
to the revision of the map of Prussia, which 
her successes in 1866 rendered possible, and 
how impatient they still must secretly bounder 
tbe yoke of Bismarck and William I., it can 
be imagined that if a French army were to 
occupy Dresden, for instance, its presence 
might revive old animositities to Prussia, 
whereas the occupation of Lyons by a Prussian 
army could not awaken, even among the revolu- 
tionary classes in that busy town any corres- 
ponding hostility to the Emperor of the 
French, so long as that sovereign rides, with 
his son, at the head of a French army, strug- 
gling against invaders of French territory. On 
both sides the enthusiasm for war appears to be 
almost equal. As we have intimated, the nu- 
merical forces of the opponents are not very 
unequal. But it will not be safe to predict tho 
ultimate result of the contest between Franca 
and Prussia without a careful estimate of other 
elements in the problem than their respectivo 
numerical forces. 


NEWS FBOM THE Auirpo DBS.—From Austral- 


asia we have newspaper mail reports of tho 
progress of affairs at the Antipodes, dated to 
the 28th of May. The news details, which are 
quite interesting, are published to-day. The 
territory in the vicinity of the Hunter river 
was again visited by disastrous floods. John 
Chinaman made his first appearance as a 
convict on the gallows for murder, and died 
like "any other man."

Schwab had an Interview 
with Secretary Bontwell among others, and en- 
deavored to Impress upon our Financial Minister the 
necessity of urging upon the President the propriety 
of calling an extra session of Congress with a view 
to meeting the emergency by some appropriate 
legislation.

Mr. Schwab represented 
that the'mwresta of this country demanded some 
action promptly, and endeavored to show that 
the cost of transporting freight here would be in- 
creased fifty per cent by the transfer of the North 
German Lloyd and Hamburg steamers 10 the British 
flag. These two lines have a fine fleet of some 
twenty-five or thirty steamships, and of course their 
transfer to England—giving the latter almost a 
complete monopoly of the carrying trade—would 
seriously affect our Interests. Mr. Schwab had inter- 
views with several Senators and members still re- 
malnlngabont the city, and from the views expressed 
by one and all of them concludes that there is ao 
doubt if Congress could be goc together wain with- 
out delay the recommendations fot the President 


when a general reduction toot pla-e in our navy, 
and when Congress neglected to compensate Mr. 
Webb jTor the immense outlays exceedlug the con-

The Danderberg, now Rochambean, was launched 


In the summer of 1868, after she had been in 
process of construction for three years. .She is an 
mmense Iron-plated ram, displacing 7,000 tons of 
water. She Is built of the best timber fore and aft, 
though some mendacious writers have nad tile au- 
dacity to make contrary assertions. She. is 878 feet 
long, has 73 feet breadth of beam amidships and is 
30 feet in the hpia. She has a larger available deck 
surface than any war vessel ever constracetd. i 


Her lines ate original with Mr. Webb, and th» 


principles upon which she IB built are bold and pro- 
gressive, but nave been successful and brilliantly 
triumphant. 
She has no dead rise—that la, she is 
flat bottomed—and her bilges n»e almost perpen- 
dicularly from the bottom. Forward she is sharp, 
and has an invulnerable Iron ram twenty-five feet 
long, sharp pointed and so curved on the upper 
surface as to take the bilge of a ship's side, it is ibis 
ram that Is one of the destructive features of the 
Rochambeau. 
In the naval battle of Lissa the 
victory was won w.th this weapon; and that and 
other engagements have unmistakably shown that 
in the furore "running tue enemy down" is more 
important than repeated broadsides. 
It-was computed by Admiral GoidsborooEu. that 
the shock sustained by impact with the Rochambeau 
would be equal to the impression made bv a cannon 
ball weighing 1,000 tons and moving at the velocity 
of 1,600 feet a second, provided the Rochambeau 
were steaming ten knots an houi. 


If the Rocliambeaa had this great feature for 
ward she had another aft equally important, but 
which the French have destroyed—her o\erhang. 
This overhang was placed there by her builders to 
protect her screw and rudder irom terrific seas ana 
the assaults of an antagonist. In her passage t« 
Europe the Rochambeau demonstrated tne va.ue of 
this appendage, and it is not clear that the French 
authorities Have not been guilty 01 a piece of folly 
In making the alterations. 
Upon tlie soar decs is a casement 200 feet long, 
eight and a hair feet nish, ana bixty wide, protected 
on top by iron deck, platms. ou the sides by lorged 
Iron plating nine Inches thick, inclined to the deck 
at an angle of sixty desncesaau backed by threefeet 
of solid wood.

The appointment of General Changarnier as coni- 


mandti of the Tiench reserves is strongly significant 
of a desire on tne part of the Emperor to nmte all 
parties in the war against Germ my. Tins veteran 
Oilicci is now in the seventy seventh year or his age. 
He distinguished himself .u Algiers, gaining promo- 
tion after promotion for gallantry on the battle fleld. 
TnlSB he became Governor General of Algiers, 
under the provisional government of the republic, 
and soon after was elected a member of the Con- 
stituent 
Assembly for the Denartment of the 


Loire, Leaving Algiers lie went to Paris, where he 
participated conspicuously m the important events 
that transpired there. He toot active paitin sup- 
pressing the insurrection of June, 184S, which re 
suited in General Cavaignac assuming the dictator- 
ship. After the elevation of Louis Napoleon to the 
Presidency, Changarmer was placed in command of 
the entire military force in Paris. By the excellence 
of his arrangements and the vigor of his movements 
be crushed tae attempted insurrection of June, 1S49, 
with but small sacrifice of life. In isoo he was re- 
moved from his command, some assert because Na- 
poleon and bis ministers were iealous of Cbangar- 
nicr's influence and popularity with tne people; 
others insist that it was because be entertained de- 
signs upon the office of President Bnt whatever the 
reason, It Is certain that the opponents or 
Napoleon regarded him as their leader, and he 
tvas put forward by tbe conservative pre^s as a 
candidate for the Presidency. Tlie coup cPetai of 
Decembei. 1S51, prevented his candidacy from 
amounting to anything. Soon after he was arrested 
and imprisoned, bat was soon re'cased He then 
retired to Belgium, where he remained in exile uaitl 
recently, when he returned to France. Notwith- 
standing his opposition to the Emperor he has 
always been highly esteemed by Napoleon, who, in 
1S59, promoted Him to the ranK of Grand Olf cer of 
the region of Honor. His reconciliation with the 
Emperor and present position as a supporter of 
France in the war with Prussia are facts whose im- 
portance cannot be overestimated. White General 
Changarmer, on account of his advanced age, can 
Oardiy be expected to take the neld in active war- 
fare, he will, as commander of the reserves, un- 
doubtedly render great service to France and be » 
valuable addition to the millcaiy councils ol ta»

He accepted tue invitation and solved for 
six years, wh.-n lie retired with tlie intention of rts- 
voiing the remainder or his dajs to agricultural 
pursuits. He was. however, puisuadca tn ib57 to 
accept the presidency or the bonth Carolina Colle-'c 
which he held until 1S61. In 1800 he was scut to 
London as one or ihe two representatives of the 
l/nllcd States to tlie International COUTCSS for the 
adjuitmeni or weights aud mca-ures.

lowing recital appears of the ac ventures of a sullerer 
oy this terrible catastrophe. 
Job ISilodeau relates 


his experience thus:— 


We were preparing to sit down to dinner—my old 
rather, my wife, my children and mjsef. 1 then 
perceived a thick smoke using iroin the Pointe 
tfleue side, and sofm alter i became certain that a 
considerable conflagration, rendered moie active by 
a tempestuous wind, had already enveloped the par- 
ish of Roberval. We hastened ro get ouc our house- 
hold furniiuie and to throw some linen aud clothes 
mto a cellar; but in a few minutes the flre caught 
my house. I entered to save a little clock, But 
was obliged to breakout a wiuaowmordertocet 
out. Thus attacked by the lire I cast mysrff into lue 
damp duug or my pigs, which 1 saw roasting ,;ear 
me. At the cud of some tune 1 was surrounded bv 
the flre from ail sides, was suffocated by the smoke 
and ror a moment lost all consciousness. The names 
which caught me restored to iiie the desire fur self- 
preservation. A jet ol flame prevented me Irom 
Betting mto the cellar, where I had a raw minutes 
belore deposited soma effects. 1 then weut to the 
side or niy barn, wflere there is a fountain, in 
order that I might not suffocate I threw myself 
several, times ou the grouud. At last I reached 
the fountain and threw myself in head first Bat, 
I was rar from being out or danger. My l>arn 
half filled with unthreshcd gram and straw took 
flre, aud I found myseu at two perches to leeward 
or tluslumace; the flames s.veptthe place where I 
was; the wooden rrame of tne lountam tooK lire; 1 
Dullea off a splinter and with it thrus; awav the 
sparks that lell on my head, while I rrom tune to 
time plunged entirely- under water. At the eud oi a, 
couple or hours the names abated and I was able to 
sit on a cross piece of hair burned wood. I was 
seized with trembling, and I teemed as if about to 
die. However, at tne end ol Ji.vir an hour I^vvas able 
to wait oil the ashes around nit:, and rejoined my 
wife and the children whom I found by the side of 
the cellar where we had placed our goods and whore 
they had taken shelter. Mv lamer, oua of the child- 
ren and one of my sisters-in-law had d isappeared we 
knew not where. Night approached 'and we set 
out for Roberval, hoping there to Jiud shelter but 
all the houses were burned. We round ttteie fortv- 
two persons, among the rest a woman who had 
been brought to lied only four days uerore, amf two 
who were near their tune. 
\Ve slowed omscives 
forthe night in the nearest cellar we could «nd- 
.moat of us were obliged to remain standing for 
want or space aud to hold the childicn in our -MM-,. 
Nest day we set outrrom tins den to try to find our 
wandeung ineuds and relations. AUOUI noon I met 
mylathei holding my smallest child 'by the naud. 
About eight the evening belore he had reached tlio 
bank or a small late, to which tie had been attracted 
by the croaknigof thefrogs. 
Theie he made a htile 
raft, on whicn he placeil the child, which he 
covered with his tious^rs, m tue drat place to pro- 
tect it ir.om the flre, aud olterwards rtoni the cold, 
which that night was intense. My sister-in-law is 
infirm and unable to walk, iihe dragged herseii to 
the loot or a roclc, where she louni! twenty-rour 
other persons who, like lierseir, were saved miracu- 
lously, the fire having completely .destroyed tin- 
wood on ihe top. W.e brought them in on. a litter, 
and abont noon we found the btirued bones or my 
neighbor, O-la Fortin, aud or his, son. We were for- 
tunate enough to find a sack or Hour which I hud 
been able to put In thu Iield at the beginning of the 
fire. It was then noon, and none of the persons, 
more than sixty in number, assembled oa the ashes 
of the chapel near my residence, had eaien lor 
twenty-four hours: Without that provision or Pi'ovi- 
dence>tlie weak persons and children would have 
died of GXlUuaUOu before they could obtain succor.

The Dutch Kill* Fat Boiling and Gut Cleaning 


Fai-torle»—The Hone of Metr York's Oiuted 
BfuJsance Breeders. 
Dutch Kills and Ravenswood form tbe Third ward 


of Long Island City, Bavenswood being built up 
almost entirely by the wealthy New Yorkers, who 
have erected handsome palaces recently along the 
shores of the East river, opposite BlacKwell's 
Island. Union Kills is tne abiding place, with an 
occasional exception, of the poorer classes—work- 
men who have moved here for a bit of fresh air and 
health. It is situated on the high land back of Hun- 
ter's Point, at the source of the creek of the same 
name. Five hundred families nave here congre- 
jated, mostly of that class who occupy tenement 
louses in Nevr York. Small nouses, small gardens, 
a goat or a cow, a half dozen hens and the air be- 
ong to each of these poor families. 


Six mouths ago the metropolitan Board of Health 


arove from New York a large number of establish- 
ueats calculated to Injure the public health—fat 
boiling establishments, which the owners contended 
were cleanliness itself; fertilizing manufactories, 
the odors of which could be detected from river to 
river; piggeries, Where the fllth ran down the gut- 
ters in streams, were all Inspected, examined, dis- 
cussed and decided to be nuisances. 
Tfley were 
accordingly banished, and in an evil hour then? pro- 
netors looked upon Dutch Kills and were satisfied. 
The same war winch was waged against them in 


ftw York is now being enacted at Dutch Kills; the 
ame arguments are brought forward to prove that 
he obnoxious gases of these concerns are not detri- 
mental to Health.

but the more democratic establishments or Ah He 
bam Sing, may be supposed to bear their real names 
prefixed to the announcement that they do washing 
and ironing. 


A visit to the Chinese quarters in Sacramento and 


Dupont streets and the cross lanes of that vicinity is 
almost like a trip to China Itself; lor the Chinese 
bring to this country all their manners and customs 
01 living1, dressing and doing business, exhibiting a 
cuuous mixture of civilization and barbarism. Here 
Jouu is packed in very closely—closer, much closer 
tiuu the Irish population, and, notwithstanding the 
uucleanllacss incident to such packing, the quarters 
are much ICHS tilthy than those occupied by Irish In 
large communities. Here yon come upon little nar- 
io\v shops, with queer signs in tea chest characters, 
written on orauge colored piper, and the shop Blled 
with packages of dried mimlms, bales ol edible inos-, 
and odd shaped jars cf China sweetmeats, sharks' 
fins, pats of buiter, or something like it that 
looks like a small unbaked 
biscuit dipped m 


ycilow 
ochre. 
Tlie proprietor, a. solemn old 


Gtiluaman, with round spectacles, is gravely coring 
over ma accouni book, and reckoning, by the assist- 
ance of a litsle square frame, with longitudinal 
wires upon which are strung large beads or little 
spheres, one string represents tens, another hun- 
dreds and another tuousands. He moves them up 
and down in counting, and can read 305 from the 
beads on three lines oi tlie Iraaie, as the sum of his 
column, before putting It down with his camel's 
hair pencil on the thin paper of ins Chinese book, lu 
odd looking characters from right to left. 


Peripatetic cobblers, on little stools, witn a kit ot 


touls beside them, sit at shady corners an;l ply tfoeir 
trada, repairing slices that seem past use, nitu 
great patience. Butchers shops, with butchers 
cutting up meat 
in 
the 
oddest 
kind 
or 


stylo, and utilizing everr part of it and dis- 
playing that Chinese luxury tne pig in every 
lorm, from the whole squealer, roasted and ready 
fjr table, to tne scraps of his ears and nose for 
poor purchasers; it really seems as If a Chinaman 
could not cook a dish ot animal food unless u con- 
tained an infusion of pork in some form. I have at 
a grand dinner eaten the celebrated bird nest soup, 
and even this had bits of chopped pork and a slignt 
trace of ham fat in it. Then we come to long cellars 
ailed with Chinamen, thick as they can sit, inaklni 
cioth and other cheap slippers; cigar factories where 
they make up cheap tobacco into cigars which find 
a quick sale al the East in competition with those in 
our own factories. Cnlnese barbers shaving the 
heads of their customers, the latter Holding in his 
hand as he sits with his legs crossed a little square 
.box that catclies the messes «f hair that drop from 
the barber's razor; small shops with bundles of are- 
wood for sale, Chinese tailors and shoe and hat 
stores, baskets, bamboos, tea chests, chop sticks 
China bowls, pipes, stores and trades of every de- 
scription In full operation aud the street full of 
Chinese in every direction. 


Some of the large wholesale stores have quite the 


aspect of our wholesale stores of fifty years ago, and 
its occupants will be found to be two or three quiet, 
very pohte Chinamen in dark blue and black silk, 
with l hree or four porters or servants waiting in the 
background. You are at once handed seats on 
emerlne aud tea and clears served, during which 
ceremony compliments and conversation opens the 
business transaction. Most of these Chinese whole- 
sale merchants are very rich and well educated. 


The gambling: places, whose name is legion, 


always have a sentinel seated just inside-the outer 
door, witn a rope bell pull to alarm the players, and 
without tne aid or a policeman it is impossible for 
an American to obtain admission, probably owing to 
strict police regulations. 


Opium smoking dens have been often described, 


and are here simply litwe square, disagreeably 
smelling rooms, with two or three raised platforms, 
a mat, coucli or two, and sort of wooden pillow for 
the smokers, and Jtwo or three bunks, where they 
are occasionally laid away to sleep on* the effects of 
their debauch. 


The Chinese women seen In the Chinese quarter of 
this city are chiefly those who.inhabit tneir houses 
or 111 fame m the narrow alleys that cross from Sas- 
ramento street to those that rtru parallel to it. These 
unfortunate creatures appear to be'uirls of from 
thirteen to twenty, and with races and eyebrows 
elaborately and not Inartlsttcatly painted with 
Chinese vermilllon and India ink, and arrayed In 
showy Chinese silk" embroidered dresses, costume, 
of course, a, la CMiiois; tney literally beset every 
person of the masculine gender who passes their 
domiclls. Respectable Chinese women are few in 
numbers and rarely seen in public. We saw but two, 
eatu to be wives of merchants here; they were 
labonouily .noholing along In plain sill: dresses, 
marvellously got np heads, and scrupulously u«at. 
except the paint upon tueir laces.

But a to be doubted 
that we shall be governed in this war by the pre- 
cedents of previous wars in Europe. Heretofore we 
have held a comparatively unknown place in the

the world. In 1863 It was quite 


natural that the European capitalists who were ex- 
perimenting in our securities should have been easily 
induced to send them home for realization. Since 
that time, however, we have given so signal proor of 
our stability, national Importance and financial 
soundness that the situation is entirely altered. It 
Is true that so far the quotations forjour flve-twenties 
abroad have declined with the progress ol the war 
idea; but tne fact should not be lost sight of that in ihe 
pressure to realize upon everything hi the shape of 
paper indebtedness, the current of sales has carried 
prices below intrinsic values. There are large quan- 
tities of our flve-trwenties held on speculation in the 
large cities or Europe. In a time of excitement se- 
curities so held are lorced upon tiie market 
With, a consequent sharp decline in prices. It

The weekly bank statement was a general surprise

The gain In specie Is 
about flve and a naif millions, with a trilling increase 
tn legal tenders. 
The accession of so much coin to 


the reserve of the banks is due to a general move- 
ment on the part of the community to sell out at the 
present high price of sold. The gold coin recently 
paid out by the government for July interest on the 
public debt, while largely absorbed at once by tlie 
banks,

wneu gold was 111 a 113. Very naturally they took 
advantage of the chance to realize during the weak, 
under the belief that whatever happens to the credit 
of loreign nations greenbacks are better to hold than 
coin. 
The leading bankers report the receipt or 


large sums from the country to be disposed of for 
the above reason. The active speculation in ihe 
Gold Room on the part of the professional operators 
led to an Increased demand for money at bank, and 
the loans have been increased seven and a hair 
millions, the banks being able to grant the further 
accommodation owing to the increase of reserve." 
The effect has been an increase or over fourteen 
miilious in the deposits, despite which the surplus 
reserve of the nanks has increased over two 
millions. The next Important feature Is a sudden 
decrease of over a million dollars in the circulation 
of the city banks. The figures of this item 
are so much out of proportion to the ordinary weekly 
change that for a time it was supposed an error had 
been made by the transposition of the items or 
circulation and legal tenders. It seems, however, 
that since the passage of the Currency bill, with 
its provision for the compulsory redistribution 
of twenty-five millions of Northern banking capital, 
some of the city bante have token time by the 
forelock and have commenced to sell for a con- 
sideration 
privileges of which they will 
be 


deprived without consideration as soon as the 
law begins to go into actual operation. Capi- 
talists In the ncher sections of tne West and 
Soutn have been constantly in tne market to bny 
a portion of the circulation of our larger banks, 
to which recourse they were driven by the original 
limit of the national bank capital, aad have often 
paid large premiums on the circulation so trans- 
ferred. Some of the shrewder of our city institu- 
tions, foreseeing the curtailment of their circulation 
by the redistribution process, have been selling 
what they could to tne buyers now la the market, 
and In beginning to redeem and cancel their notes 
produced the very large decrease shown In the 
weekly statement.

During 
t&e -three years which has eapsefl since her 
departure from 
the United States, 
she has 


visited the following ports:—Madeira, Portogrande, 
island of SI. Vincent; Rio Janeiro, .Montevideo, 
Buenos Ayres. On Die coast of Africa:—Cape Town, 
Little Fish nay, Beaguela, St. Paul de Loando, Kas- 
semDa, Ambnz, Kabenda, Londona, Black Point 
and MarjumDa, Ascension, bac'£ to Rio, Montevideo, 
Buenos Ayres, up the Parana to Rosario, Corrientes 
thence to Colowa and again to Montevideo, wliicl 
port sl>e lelt on tne 5tU or April last, homeward 
bound, touching at Bauia, Pernambuco, Para, St. 
Thomas ana this port. 
In Madeira the Qulimebang 


"was quarantined lor three days, owing to the ru 
looted prevalence of cholera in the city of Sew- Tors. 


Madeira is too well Known to need description. 


Ilie only change is in the climate, winch has been 
rendered somewhat unhealthy by the introduction 
ot the sugar cane to replace the vine destroyed by 
the blight, But as tile new growth or vines were 
prodncing a wine ol an equal if not of a superior 
•quality than that yielded before the grape disease, it 
is likely that tne islanders will again substitute the 
•vine lor tfie cane, to induce the invalid visitors to 
return to their old haunts, from whence they were 
ndriven by toe efl'ects of the cane. 


St. Vincent was as-bleak and barren as ever, 


though an important coaling depot lor the various 
European steamship lines plying between that con- 
tinent and the South Atlantic.

Montevideo was hardly recognizable. Four years 


of prosperity, the result of the Paraguayau war. and 
uie consenueai. Increase of vessels caiiing tnere, aud 
the demand for supplies for the allied arrases had 
throw-run the city such an abundance of capital, 
which had been well Invested in improvements ol 
leal estnie, that Montevideo can boast at pttoent of 
some 01 the prettiest residences, boih city and 
tfuirtas. that c-au be lound in any part of Die world. 
Her public markets in parucular excel in architec- 
tural beauty, cleanliness and ventilation, any that 
,1 have ever seen. Here, too, an American eovernert 
an "exciuiage" la ttie (irinKiiig line. An American 
tramway aud water works have beea constructed by 
the inde;atigable aud go-aheAd Don Enrico Fynn, 
one of the most enterprising men in bouth America. 
The latter work was under ilie direction of Mr. New- 
man, au Bullish civil engineer, -Mr. Pealer, an 
. American, being the coutracior. 
Buenos Ayies, witii ius roads obstructed toy 
wrecks, continues the same, but tliere is an im- 
provement in the government, due to President 
barmiento, who has introduced American reiorms 
engendered while in tue United States. The liuin-

Tue 
excltemeut caused by the alarm, or nre in !New YurK 
oo Sundays during tnc reiga of the volunteer fire- 
men will give a correct idea of the -BCCUU in the 
streets of Montevideo during the revolutionary 
times. 
From Montevideo we sailed for Cape Town and 
tested the sa.eiy afforded

by the 
new 
breakwater. 
The military arid 
the civil authorities vied with eacli other in their 
attentions and ho.spllalines- To the Governor. Sir 
P. E. Woodhouse: Mr. fidgiir L. tayaru, Sir William 
Hodges, Judge Pnngie and Colouol Dunn, of the 
Hiaetj-ninth, and numerous oilier geutiemen, our 
thuniu are due. At r.tte Uin ernor's ball u large bou- 
quet was seen walking oil' witu a. Ujiucd Status 
oiBcer, At Little 1'ibh Day but litile I3sh were found, 
though a YanKee scUouuer caaseil a "Tartar to be 
caught" in toe shape of u urn"* with the Portuguese 


. autuoritaes. There we found au innovation-—a rum 
mill, which was successful, due to the high taxes, 
•wtucn have driven the American supplies from tue 
jUncan inartet. 
The short stay in Benguela dia not admit of notes 
being taken. At St. 1'uui de Loaudo tue American 
Consul nad established trade with the river Ooiinzo. 
the produce of whicn was transmitted to tne Ouiied 
fitjues. We then learned that our government con- 
templated removing the provision depot—a wise 
measure—else the ants, so numerous and voracious, 
would have saved the trouble of doing so. We

&t the breaking out ol our war. It now possesses 
several foreign factories, is au important point for 
shipping ivory, iiidia rubber, copper and various 
other African productions. Thouuh the flags ot 
France, England, Portugal and Holland wave over 
the factories, that ol the Hist founders, the Ameri- 
cans, waa -non est. The Congo drove us seaward, 
*ud, on our endeavor to view its coast, risked going 
ashoic on a shoal of late formation. 


We visited Kabenda nest, and the morning fol- 
lowing our arrival we were assailed by Africans of 
•every hue, bearing all kinds of salable animals, 
birds, Ac. These fellows are keen Uargam drivers, 
•on several occasions having receivea uie money 
previous to the delivery ol the merchandize, tney 
"vamoosed" to their native shore, leaving tne pur- 
chaser in the lurch. The King of me district is a 
t«g bug. 
It necessitated, icr political reasons 
unassignable, 
that an 
inteiview should 
be 
Jiad with his Majesty. An officer was deialled 
Who, ignoring court etiquette, applied to an English- 
man lor required informalion. It uecame, there- 
fore, necessary to equip the Englishman with a bot- 
. tie'of rum as a passport to the royal presence. Kis 
Majesty was but little dressed, yet 1C did not spoil 
Jiis appetite for rum, which made the interview sa- 
lisiactory to all names. His Majesty pledged tliac 
tne entente cor&iale should never ue disturbed. Prom 
Kabenda we went in searuli of Mdlernba, whicn has 
.-disappeared from the coast, though continued to be 
marked on the chart as a trading post. Twelve 
.miles beyond this we came to an anchorage and 
trading post called Londano, not mivrked on the 
-chart, yet possessing a larger trade than any of the 
previous ports visited except St. Paul ae Loando. 
Three vessels were loading here. From the lunch 
aud drinks partaken of on shore we juoged that the 
supply was plentiful and frequently replenished. 
Prom Londano we proceeded to Blacs Point, one 
of tue best anchorages on the coast, aud where toe 
climute appeared to ailect tlie Europeans the least. 
It was a busy trading day. The Africans were well 
and cleanly dressed. They sat outside 01 the factory, 
••waiting to be called in turn. Each brought out fils 
.goods, principally mdia rubber and malachite. The 
lormer was Closely insoected. as to quality, by the 
£hrewd dealer, and also cut, for the purpose of dis- 
covering whether weight was given to it by the all- 
Ing in of sand ^r other material. The Africans are 
up to all the dodges of free trade. The bargain con- 
cluded, payment is inaae in calicos and cloths, and 
«uds t>y tne bottie beingrpresented for the final bonus 
jura, witnont waich no bargain is consummated. 
Heuce, formerly, tlie American superiority in goods, 


• t. e., runi. Black Point has a future Importance, 
.Which we will not mention at present, for reasons of 
& political and comnv.rciat nauire. 
onrnext port, May umba, has but lately assumed 
Commercial nature. Its red and oilier valuable 
wood, besides its vicinity to the copper mines, ffive 
It importance. We lelt. .Mayawba lor Ascension, an 
English-island but lutle tcu&wn, in latitude eight 
degrees south, loacitude 14.^0 degrees wast. It is 
the rendezvous of her British Majesty's African 
£qnadron, where they go to rccuperau: healtn for 
machinery repairs, Ac. The Island is under naval 
discipline. It has its tops, forecastle, quarterdeck, 
Ac. The commandant's quarters are on the latter, 
. and a quartermaster, with spyglass, paces up and 
down the verandah, occasionally glancirg to sea- 
.-ward.,. The island is garrisoned by sailors and ma- 
rines, principally by me latter. Mechanics are gene- 
rally selected for tills purpose, aud in a>!di:ion to 
their military pay receive a lew shillings. 1 hey are 
'boin'for tl»e defence and repairs. The quinneoang 
stopped for provisions, but seventeen dollars and liny 
ccnts'forasKeleron.fiheep was beyond the limited 
means of the orllcers. The "Sailing Directions" 
epeak of the abundance of turtles and the facility 
tor obtaining them.- We doubtless saw them, but 
there were none eome-at-abie. The excuse was— 
"The Commodore's coming, yon Knojr." 'In other 
w.orar, tlie'Oommodore and followers must have a 
wonderful appetite to mate so great a demand for 
turtle',' 
Rio and-Montevideo were-revisited and a start 


made lor the Parana on a mission to Lopez vs. 
Washbam. This river remimls-one of the Mississlp- 
• pi above .Natchez, though Jess wjde and with trees 
more stunted. For several hundred miles up, to 
beyond Su Lanrcnce, the Cliffs and high lands ap- 
peared on the right, above that on the icrt bank, in- 
dicating that, at a remote period, the river was ot 
gre»t wiUUk iiosar.'o wss tue first pmcc mopped at, 


to coal. Its geographical urtsltion Is very important 
and will in a lew 
yo»-,n be the 
means of 
detracting from Bueno* Ayres the European and 
North American tratU) with the interior. It has 
already a direct trado, aud an English steam line 
has been established Its population has more than 
tripled in the last eix or seven years. Corrleutes, 
the nest city visited on the Parana, is situated near 
to the commence of the Parana and Paraguay, ana 
is, like Rosario, destined to be a great mercantile 
depot. On the occasion of our arrival the Spanish 
inhabitants were Jubilceing tne 
overthrow of 
monarchal government in mother country. 
A 
dinner was given at the principal hotel, and par- 
taken 01 by a number ol the officers, sympathizers 
in the cause. We found the inhabitants very alfable 
and very courteous; first families abounding whom, 
on the eve ol sauUig, we were sorry to part with. 
On the way back ro Bueuos Ayres we anchored off 
the city of Parana, the former capital of Enire BIOS 
and late residence o: General Urquiza. The place 
has many ciegaot mansions, is well laid out and has 
all the appearance ol having been a thriving city. 
On our visit it appeared deserted, yet we were told 
that it was improving, its glory departed with 
Urquiza when he removed to San Jose. A siiort stay 
in Buenos Ayres and thence w« proceeded to Co- 
loma, tue most Important laaiia or the La Plata, 
boat in a military aba commercial point of view. 
On the completion of tbe railroad from Montevideo 
to jJueuos Ayrea C'olomawill be one of tlie termini 
of the river ferry- It possesses the only safe harbor 
on tne La Plata—one protected from gales from 
every quarter, thanks to its islands. The latest inno- 
vation is the American Marine Railway, directed 
by Captain Manton—a work: that 
has been 
in constant operaiion ever since its termlnation- 


On our return to Montevideo, a'ouseward bound, 
orders were recen ed. On cue 5th April, 1S70, we 
made sail, and witii the sinking of the ilouut be- 
neath tlie horizon lost the view of Montevideo, 
wnere happy hours had been spent aud wnere 
' numerous mends were lelt. Even a long passage 
'to Baaia did not make it an agreeable sojourn. We 
leit for Pernambuco, where no less than thirty dis- 
tressed Southerners awaited transportation to tlie 
United States. Tney were taken on board. Their 
names and the places to which tney beiong are as 
folio-vs:—Francois Vantrot, Mrs. F. Vantrot, Louis 
Vautrot, Joseph Sabiile, Mrs. J. Sabille, Louis 
Sabi.le, Emllie SabUie, Victor Hugo Sabille, Joseph 
Sabihe, Jr., Joslaii Johnson, Airs.

One 
is forced to the conviction that the act originated In 
a malignant enemy of either Mr. or Mrs. l>igby— 
some oue who might at tlie same time have some re- 
gard for the child. It resulted irom either a suaden 
quarrel or a long and bitter hatred, and was accom- 
plished either on tlie impulse of the moment or after 
much careful preparation.

CHESS MATTERS. 


War In Korope—Che»» in Americn. 


The attention or the whole civilized world is con- 


centrated on the gigantic struggle which haa just 
commenced between two of the most powerful na- 
tions in Europe. A grand spectacle will be presented 
to the world of military tactics on a gigantic scale, 
In which aU the appliances of modern warfare, and 
many or the discoveries and inventions or the age, 
will be Introduced, and the conflicts between 
these mighty powers, sestueticatly considered, will 
be magnificent to contemplate. 
On ttie other hand, 
when we consider the cruelty of sacrificing human 
lives tor an idea, so Insult, fancied or real, or lor the 
ambition or jealousy or nations or rulers, it is truly 
to be deplored that cruel war. iiorriaa bella, should 
have to be resorted to to settle differences between 
nations. The game or chess, an epitome of war, re- 
quires perhaps In a miner degree all the qualities 
which distinguish uuccesslul warriors. Staunton 
gays Terr aptly:— 
Comparlug mull thlng« with large new forget lh»t la 
chcsg, as in modern warfare, one of tbe most Important 
stratagems IB the art of gaining time upon the eaemr. In 
thin mpect,at Indeed in many others, tbe broad principles 
which are laid <town by the lugueat military author- 
ities as the basis of opertlooe 
In 
a 
campaign, 
are applicable to the management of your forcea on the chess 
field. With every allowance for the disparity in the import- 
ance or the Individual! and the magnitude of the objects at 
stake, there Is an analogy observable, too, iu the abilities re- 
quisite for the command of armies and the perfectly tirst 
rate mameuvnog of the mimic warriors of the chess board. 
The commander of the army must possess not less a Dro- 
found acquaintance with the general principles which regu- 
late a conduct of a long and tedius campaign than with those 
which are called into requisitisn in an actualconntet. He must 
be »Ue equally to arrange the plan of (preliminary operatioos, 
to act at once and with decision in cases of the mo^t pressing 
emergency, and on the occurrence of the most unforeseen 
events: to judceof the importance of a position and ot tbe 
strength of ah< intrenchment; to discover from the slightest 
Indications tbe designs ot the enemy, while hi» own are im-- 
penetrable, and at tne same time to preside with unshaken 
self-possession over the tumult of the battle neld and the 
raging fury of an. assault. The qualifications of a really 
finished chess player, however lessln degree, are somewhat 
similar in kind. To a perfect mastery of the difllcult art of 
selecting and occupying with tbe utmost rapidity a "good 
position" he must add a thorough Knowledge of all the com- 
plicated varieties of stratagems and snares which he is 
called upcn alternately to Invent and det'eai. He must, In 
short, to some extent, display the same energies on the 
smaller scale which are so indispensable on the grander one. 
The above quotation from the pen of the able 
chess writer and player previously named will s-now 
that cttess is not a trivial game, aud. that it r&iaircs 
a combination or mental endowments to acquire In 
it a high degree or skill. 
In conneciion with this subject it affords u' pleas- 
ure to state that a match has been arranged between 
six of the leading players of New 1'orK (ail of them 
visitors to the Cafe International) aud six selected 
members of the Brooklyn Chess Club.| 
By the terms of the match each player of one 
organization will play one game with eacli chaui- 
pion of tlte other, makiutt in all thirty-six games. 
Sew YorK will be represented by Captain Mac- 
kenzie, Dr. Barnett, Major Wernich, Dr. Jones, 
Messrs. E. Delinar and L. von Bllow. 
Tne representatives of the Brooklyn Chess Club 
are Messrs. F. B. Brenzinger, N. Maracfoe, B. Rice, 
C. A. Gil berg, M. Muuo/s and F. Pemn. 
As there is considerable rivalry and esprit ae corps 
between the contending parties, an interesting and 
exciting contest may be expected. Both sides will 
make strenuous efforts to win and it is to be hoped 
that many of the games played will causa a valuable 
addition, to chess literature.

dampers as the weather has lately thrown upon us: to 
these the bound of plashing ram ana the moaning of 
the wind lu strong, fitful gusts on Monday night 
was anything but enlivening, butthe bulk of the In- 
habitants here, wa (limit, were tolerably reigned to 
what now seems inevitable, .and were prepai'ed to 
accept the chronicstate of inundation which,aDpeare 
to be our destiny with thefortitude ol stoics. It was, 
however, a matter of congratulation to all when 
lueMlay morning broke bright and clear, with a 
brlU'ant sun beaming overhead, giving promise of 
icenuiuc "Queen's weather'1 for the beneflt of those 
who desired to honor her Majesty's natal day—a 
promise which was fully realized. Tor the whole day 
was all that could be desired, although there were 
oinluous clonds srathering around the horizon before 
the evening. Dui'lus the nl(tht, or rather early yes- 
terday morning, the showers again began to fall, 
although thev werj not particularly heavy, nor did 
they continue very long. 


The long continuance of wet weather has had tne 
effect of keeping the land injso saturated a coaditloa 
that it Is absolutely unable to absorb any more mois- 
ture, consequently the whole of the rain on this 
watershed runs off into the river as quictcly as it 
falls.

American energy is now beginning to reap its de- 
served reward in the East, aud the supiaenesa of the 
British government is producing its elteet. Already 
American steamers have chased the British flag off 
ail the rivers of Cnma, and now they are making no 
mean attempt to dispute with us the sea-Oorne trade 
of that country. Tae $reat Faeiae Hallway is in 
itself as Important a triumph of Industry, science 
and art as is the Suez Cam!, and will eventually 
eifect nearly as much change in the trade with 
China as the Suez Canal will on that with India 
Ana not merely is it in the carrying trade that 
our supremacy is threatened, but also In the actual 
exchange of products. Hitherto America has been 
competing with us in tlie Clmiaj;rade against many 
disadvantages, some of which still exist; but there 
aie undeniable signs that they are fast being over- 
come and must soon be numbered wiSa the past. 
Before the late war, America had to send her manu- 
factures by such a long and expensive route that it 
was only in a few staple articles of fine quality, 
such as drills, that she could olfer any real competi- 
tion; since the war heavy taxation and otaer causes 
have continued to cripple her resources aad increase 
the cost of production of her manufactures, but now 
that uer great railway has been completed and has 
brought New Torfc within comparatively easy dis- 
tance of Saa Francisco, and that port again 
being connected 
with the extreme East by 
oae of the finest iiaes of ocean steamers' 
in the world, we cannot but see that the revival of 
American commerce, already so apparent; must do 
much to destroy for Britain a monopoly which she 
has let slip through her angers without even show- 
ing a fair fight to retain it. One of America's great- 
est dUliculties in the contest has ever been- the want 
or sufficient products wherewith to supply China in 
return for the immense quantity of tea and silks 
which she receives. This, as tt e have just said, will 
be in part accomplished by the revival cf American 
manufactures, but perhaps still moie by the produc- 
tion of opium m the States, should that blanch of 
agriculture succeed as is coafldently anticipated. 
Already the products of China begin to flow east- 
ward. The American baric Benefactress lately 
arrived in 
San 
Francisco from 
China and 
Japan with 11,000 packages of tea, aU of winch was 
t'i go forward to New YorK by ths Pacific Eailway. 
Tins was the first bj that route, but it was followed 
almost immediately by the steamer China, from the 
same quarter to tne same port of dlachar re, carry- 
ing 10,890 packages of tea and 165 bales ofsili, near- 
ly the whole of which is likewise to be carried across 
the American conuueat by rail. 


These signs of the times should have the effect of 
wa&tog up British, eaeray and of indacmg oar gov- 
ernment to taKe a Ivantage of every opportunity for 
opening ap new channels of intercourse ,vlth oae of 
the richest, most deasely populated aad least Known 
of coantries. Such a new channel lies Before ai la 
the old Bhamo route, but it wants Bometjlng more 
to develop it than rhe half-hearted measures which 
government has yet to take,

Cave iu the Yellow Jacket Mine in Gold HUI, 


Nevada—Font Men. KUlod.

Abo-Jt hair-past seven o'clock on Tue evening of 
the JUUi ult. a cave occurred bwtesa tlia soo aad 
9jo foot levels oi the xcliOw Jacket mine whereb,- 
four mlaerswe^e, lurried, aad killed. incur aames 
weie Manuel AUmeaa, 1'atrlclc Uoherty John ken- 
nedy and B. Hansoti. The point where the cave oc- 
curred is tiie rich body of ore between the levels 
mentioned, ac tlie seventh and eighth aoors above 
the 9uO foot level. The oie veia has aa inclination 
or lorty-tive degrees, and at this particular pomt it 
was excavated flve sets ol tiaibar la lenuili., includ- 
ing a space nearly so leet long by 10 or la feet wide. 
Above ihese me HOOKS aud excavations extend to 
me sjo loot level, and betow to the 9M foot level 
v 
seam of clay, charged with a Seepage orwate'r al- 
lawea a large flake of ore aad vein matter to discon- 
nect nseli iroiu the luiuuug wall, enisliing iw its 
Immense weight, la a Literal as well as peiueadica- 
lar direction, the heavy sets of timber, car- 
,rfiab' the seventh floor down upon Hie sixth with a 
heavy crash. Thi excavailoa being reLeat all the 
timbers wore new, placed ia sets uve feet apart and 
solidly Sjyed ajaliist eithei- wail, so that above the 
Cave the timber^ are still as flraily in place as ever 
Bieveatiaj fuithar caviasr. There were thlity or 
forty m.asrs Vi'orMag ia the vlcmity, out only the 
roar mentioned were cauaiit by tne cave and bdried 
be.ie3.tu the d.-bria ol broken timbers and ore These 
mea weie employed wheeling ore aud dumpiiig it 
down a shute. Toia Quird, the fprcmaa at'triat 
point, came very nuar beaig caught, and it was only 
by belag pretty lively in his mo\emeats tlia; he 
escaped. J«one or the other miner* were mjurcd- 
tliese fouc Yiere tiie oaly victims. As sooa as ihe 
c.ue occurred several brave mea rrooi the HOOK be- 
low hiinied up the ladders to me rescue, Knowing 
full well that sorae of their comrade mast be there 
and lu need ot immediate help. The daa?er was 
great, for umbers were still cracKing aad pieces 
of ore ralUag, yet they veatured close to the 
ruins, and 
tne 
lignt of 
their 
candles re- 
vealed one man jammed among the debris 
and still alive. This aiaa i»as Hanson. They could 
set uear enough to toajh him, uud he was able to 
iruely converse with. them. A heavy timber across 
las lups and others about his legs held him fast. 
Only one or two men could work la the narrowspaee 
at a, time, aad very cautiously, by reason of the dan- 
ger froia the still mo i lag mass. They worked like 
lieroes with saw aud aie, aad for over two hoars 
the poor leliow talked w»th them as thev worked 
He called lor water, and they gave it to him threa or 
four times. He was mgrsatpaia, but cool aad sen- 
sible to the last. Oaoe he coaipiained that ins head 
•was heavy in the lecltniug posltioa that he occupied, 
and asked for sjraetjuag to sappoi t it. They brought 
luui a couple of shirts lor a pillow, aad he said it 
relt easier. Oae or his comrades bade him keep UP 
good spirits and tuey would have him out shortly

As will be seen by the translations of important 


documents and eJitorlils forwarded herewith, the 
revolutionary blood is stiil simmering and seething, 
although the overt acts resulting present a little 
more snbauea, t-hoagh, perhaps, equally threatening 
nature.

THE POISOHIHG CASE M INDIAKA. 


Two Men Fatally Poisoned by Handling 


Dbeaaed'SIeat. 


[From the New Albany (Imt) Ledger, July 6.) 


Ou Friday last. we published such details as we 
had received ol a terrible aud fatal case of poisoning 
that occurred near Tell City, Perry county,-by which 
two persons lost their lives aurt another was prob- 
ably latally affected, by poison absorbed Into their 
-system while handling tho putrid nesh of a dead 
cow. . of the sad and fatal amiir the Cannelton en- 
quirer says:—"OntBe'saturday following the dis- 
section of the cow the" parties \vere all taken with 
spasms aud cramps, the ai-m3 ftn4 "ami: Ol aii ex- 
cept Spoerl, were swollen to an immense size, and 
were covered wita purple and black spots, from 
wliich tiie blood oozed out, Indicating, as the physi- 
cian informed us, a clear case of animal poison. 
There is some dlflerencc of opinion as to how the 
parties were jioisor.srt ; but the" prevailing one, tmd 
the one cnteitsincd by the physidsn-i, is that 
the poison from tiie putrid ca'rcass was ab- 
sorbed through the pores of tue sfctu, 
and by 


tills means commnnteUea to the entire system. Mr. 
Friant died on Sunday morning in great asony. Mr. 
Spoeri, who, 
, was not mttjcted with the 
purple or black ewptlous on the hands and arms, 
died on Monday, Having been unconscious almost 
from the hour he was flrst taken, while the wile- and 
child of Friant arc yot alive, although liltlo hope is 
entertained ol Hie recovery ot tlie former. The chi'd, 
who took but llttie part in the dissection of the cow, 
is le;s affected than any of Iho others, and gtcat 
isope is entertained of his recovery.

"The liberty Which Christ Gives"—Sermon 


by the Rev. Dr. Deems. 


Owing to the inwnse heat of the weather yester- 


day ihe congregation at the Church of the Strangers 
was not as large as usual, although there was still a 
goodly number present.

Father McSweeny, who said:— There nave been 
many occurrences in the past week which would 
lead any good Catholic to approach, numbly the 
Throne of Grace as a supplicant for Divine favor and 
protection and c*use him to remember h>s own 
weakness and ain acd to trust for supporting power 
In the blessed Saviour. Tbe miracles that were per- 
formed by oar Divine Lord were such as teach useful 
lessons to us all.

When men are as- 
sailed for their religion's sake in our day they are 
too often apt to deny their religion and to forget 
that it is only tbe assailed who constitute the body 
of the Church, and that now, as in our divine Mas- 
ter's day, we are essentially of the class caned de 
spised, miseraole aud contemptible.

pllne, and there these extreme phases of llie will not 
be experienced by the same person. It Is ditticult 
to believe that the dark side of religion Is preferable 
to the bright side of the world ; but let any one at- 
tempt to prove it in his life and he will soon real.ze 
it as a fact. The Doctor then detined the term 'Sin"

It la not the 
manner but the motive of our labor that God loons 
at ; and our firat duty, as taught not only in the 
Bible, but In Pagan tneology is to live to the glory of 
God. 
But, alas, how miuy there aie who prosecute 
business, and prosecute Unsuccessfully, without any 
thought of God ! They gather to themselves wealth, 
build ior themselves comfortable homes and fill 
them wltn au the luxuries of this life, they lay up 
treasures and acquire lands and houses for t'icir 
posterity, and enjoy the good things of this world to 
their fullest extent, but they have never a thought 
of God There might be &ome worldly person pre 
sent who in his heart is saying, "Sii, I often think 
of God, and refrain from sms that I might commit 
did I not so think or Him " I et such a one look into 
bis own heart and see tneie whethei he does not 
avoid open transgression not through any fear of 
God before his eyes, out because he fears and 
respects the opinions of his neighbors and of society.

Yet while He was so easy of 
comprehension He was divinely wise. If St Paul 
found glory In the cross and foreseeing the early 
sufferings and mais of the Church and the blessed 
bands of martyrs who would seal with their blood 
their faith in the Gospel of Christ, he gloried and 
wis'ieu by his zeal to be wonny of we faith of his 
divine Master If there was a glory in the cross 
eighteen centuries ago there is no less glory in 
it now. The cross consoles us amid sufferings and 
death making us feel that whatever mav be our 
sutfalngs here there is nereaftei a land 'nheieihe 
w.cked cease from troubling and the weary are it 
rest." 
Our only true glory, tUerefore, should be, lifce that 
of the Apostle Paul, lu the cross of Christ Not that 
we are to contemn earthly joys when these are of a 
right nature.

It looked as though both France and Prus- 
sia had long anticipated when the day 01 conflict 
would come, and whea thev would be'called upon 
to decide which was the strongest m war. All that 
was Known seemed to show that Prussia was arro- 
gant aud that France was impertinent,- and between 
arrogance and impertinence war had come. Before 
another Sunday's sun arose how man.? thousands 
would nave fallen, and how mauv- thousands will be 
mutilated In this conflict. It was not longsioce 
many of those wno heard hlai, ana- many lu tub 
land were called upou,tu know of the aeatu of then- 
sons in a similar conflict. Bnt m their death, with 
then- last gasping breath, came the thought tnat 
ttiey left behind them a freer people, a more united 
people, and they couta well afford to die, for they 
snook oa'aslavery and a.despotism that could never 
be repeated again, But'what could 
TUS GASPING FRENCHMAN, THE GASPING OBSJtAN 
hud to console him tn his death. He was killed that 
it migot be known to the world which king was 
strongest. No moraFprinciple crowned 'that man's 
dying day; no halo of glory was around the brow of 
these ay ing men. Naturally there was -a strong 
si-mpathy for Prussia who was at tue Head of a dem- 
pcraac aud liberai-mtndej people, but there was 
Uitie to arouse sympathy m this dreadful war- and 
at best it could only be descnbeu as a gigantic cru- 
dty.

At first tuonght there seemed to" be a great gulf 


fixed between self-love and love to fellow man. 


SELF-LOVE 


was, of course, inevitable, ana no one need to be 
exjorted to its exercise; but beneficence, on the 
other hand, was constantly Inculcated as a duty, lor 
the reason, apparently, that the leeiing which 
prompted it— that of neighborly love— was not, as is 
said, a spontaneous dsvelopment of the hearr. If 
we love ourselves, men say, how could we rob our- 
selves of time, ease, money, reputation or any 
earthly good thing for the purpose of con- 
ferring it

to the extent that we were so, 10 that law of onr 
very natures which urees us to a primary regard for 
onr own advantage.

That is, Christ was as iicce-.sary to the human soul 
as a healthy atmosphere la to the human lungs 
it 
is the source otlife. lie kuew there were certain 
forms orreliglonthal undertook to reject Christ. Thev 
talked loudly of moral truth, ot philosophy, of scien- 
tific trnth, and ignored the great source aud centre 
of trnth. It was like a man lighting a candle in the 
full blaze or the noonday sun, and ignoring the 
brilliant rays of the latter, devoting all his adtnlra- 
tion to the former.

THWARTED AND CHECKED. 
Too many favors breed ingratitude. It is only 
when the reservoir Is dry that we appreciate tlie 
worth of water. Thankfulness to men for their 
friendly services is by no means common, but ap- 
preciation of Divine favors is still more rare. They 
who uave no changes come to care little lor either 
man or God. Hence the necessity for changes 
and 
surprises 
m 
life. 
They 
also 
lead 
to new discoveries In ourselves, and by lifting us out 
of the ruts of liabit and custom render past expe- 
rience more available.

MIDDLETOWN, Conn.. July 17, 1870. 


The commencement exercises of the Wesieyan 


University will continue throughout the week. Al- 
ready tae hotels and private residences are filled by 
distinguished alumni aud friends of the graduates, 
who are attracted hither by the prosperous condi- 
tion of this celebrated institution of learning, aad 
to congratulate its trustees upon the brilliant 
prospects of the future. The University was organ- 
ized in 1830. The trustees of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, having purchased as a foundation the build- 
ings occupied by a military academy, a proposition 
was made to call from England Dr. Adam Clark, the 
renowned biblical commentor, to preside over the 
institution, but was abandoned by the selection oj 
of Dr. Fisk, 
who became its 
first Presi- 


dent, 
and 
was a man 
of rare 
intellect- 


uality. At his death he was 
superseded by 


Dr. Stephen Olin, whose fame as a profound 
thinker and pulpit orator Is world-wide. The pres- 
ent President, Dr. Cummlngs was elected in 1S57, 
and, although not possessed of brilliant qualities as 
a speaker, makes up in solidity and good sense what 
he may lack in oratorical brilliancy. It was signifi- 
cant to hear from the lips of a man who is in active 
sympathy with the great movements of the present, 
age, and who is enthusiastically devoted to the 
education 
of young men, such words as were 


uttered in his discourse this morning respectlnE the 
inefficiency of tiie Church and the tendency to the 
snnrox, FASHIOKS OP THE 
DAY. 
During the administration oi Dr. Cummings the 
endowments have been largely Increased and new 
buildings have been erected, such as a gymnasium, 
a tlue library building, the gift or Isaac Rich, and a 
memorial cnapei, which was 'omit m memory of the 
students who fed in the contest for the life of me 
nation. The completion of. the chapel drags for 
want of funds, which it is honed will soon be forth- 
coming, as It Is veiy desirable and necessary that 
this edince should be nntshed without delay. A 
few months since the princely sum of $70.000 as a 
beginning was donated by Mr. Orange Juad. of New 
York, to his Alma Mater for the erection of a hall 
of science, an account of the laying of the corner 
etone of which appeared in the HERALD a few weeks 
since. Mr. Judd nas made Middieiown his tempo* 
rary abode for the summer, and Is recreating by iu- 
fusmg Into the workmen his own Indomitable energy 
and go-ahcadatlveness; so that me building, which 13 
the finest structure in this city, Is rapidly approaching 
completion. The Alumni Record, to winch Dr. Cnm- 
mlngs gracefully alluded in bis sermon, was com- 
plied by Mr. Juda at his own expense, aud is a 
monument ol Indefatigable industry. Alter years of 
patient labor, performed in the hours allotted for 
physical recreation by sleep, a formidable volume 
has been prepared, giving the leading events in the 
personal and public history of each graduate. There 
nave been about 1,000 graduates, 'oo 01 whom devoted 
themselves to the ministry, and the majority of the 
others to teaching.

The mercies ot God connect us all with the exhort- 
ation of the text. The benefits of tue Gospel are 
unfolded with great atlluence of thought and lan- 
guage in the previous chapters of the epistle. The 
love of Qod lo a sinnlug, perishing world, Christ

to all who 
will 
have 
it, are mercies 
which sanction the entreaty that men would 
listen to and obey God. All who nave received 
mercv (and the grace has appeared to all men) are 
summoned to present the orrermE of themselves to 
God. Tilts B tlie sacrifice offered under tlie Gospel 
Every Christian is calh-d to a service and;a self- 
denial tvhitfh are iu some respects like the sacrifices 
on the altars of the old i eligiuu. These have, indeed, 
an expiating design winch was nerfected la Christ 
so that since His death there remalneth no more 
sacrifice for siu in that sense. But under the Old 
Testament the otl'eriiigs were seen In the fires that 
consumed the victims, and in the consecration and 
dealt) of these victims the abiding elements of trne 
religion uudor all dispensations were brought to 
view.

which carries the cross and consents to hang upon it 
is the spirit of Gospel obedience. These are the in- 
variable terms of disciplesmp, aud not tae conditions 
of some higher fellowship lor a favored few retired 
Irom the world. The ouly gate is straight and the 
only way is narrow which, leads to life. AU meu 
ought to be Interested to know what is the sacrifice 
thus required, and which is described in the text,' 
Error here is fatal. The body must be onerud. The 
religion of Christ is not a dream, or a vision of the 
imagination, but is suited for tins visible world. 
•Holy meditation can not make a true Christum 
character. We are not to go out of the world, but in 
it must devote ourselves to God. We must not bring 
down heavenly things to the low level of the earth, 
but lift the earthly to tnose tilings which are above. 
This busy world, with its material interests, needs 
the spiritual leaven. 
Onr hands must labor for 


Christ. Our feet carry us on his errands ol love. 
Such a consecration is in its nature holy.

Uaiiicl Macliso's Drawings and Cartoon* at

A number of Macllse's drawings and cartoons, 


with a few pictures wliicli remained m the great 
artist's possession, were sold by auction on Satur- 
day. 


The Waterloo cartoon, admitted to be the finest 


work of the Kind of which modern art can boast, 
was secured for the Eoyal Academy at 300 guineas. 
Several minor works of remarkable merit were sold 
at rather low prices; but personal relics, snch aa 
studio furniture, easels, palettes, costumes and 
armor, were eagerly bid for. and the camphor wood 
box containing the palettes and brushes used br Ma- 
cllse in painting the frescoes in the Houses or Parlia- 
ment were purchased by Mr. Herbert, his eminent 
compeer. 
The pictures fetched only moderate 
prices. The artist's last work, "Desmond and Or- 
niond," now hanging on the walls of the Academy, 
was sold for 50u guineas. "ThCKist Sleep or Dun- 
can," which was exhibited m the Academy last 
year, went for 191 guineas, an« a large and unfin- 
ished work, "Macbeth aud the Witches," was sold 
for 86 guineas. "Christmas in tue Baron's Hull" 
was bought at 200 guineas.
